European  War  News. 

Export  Notices. 

Switzerland.— By  a  Decree  of  the  Swiss  Federal 
Council  dated  September  25,  acetate  of  lead,  synthetic 
perfumes,  (perfumery,  'and  cosmetics  (in  so  far  as  the 
exportation  thereof  is  not  already  prohibited),  vinegar, 
and  acetic  acid  (12  per  cent,  or  less)  have  been  placed  on 
the  list  of  prohibited  exports. 

United  Kingdom.— The  Foreign  Office  has  issued  a 
statement  that  no  further  licences  will  be  issued  in  the 
United  Kingdom  or  in  British  Possessions  overseas  for 
the  exportation  of  fish  oil,  starches,  talc  (all  forms)  to 
Norway;  f>alc  (all  forms)  to  Sweden,  Denmark,  and 
Holland;  talc  (all  forms),  plumbago,  graphite,  and  black- 
lead  to  Holland. — Quillaia-bark  has  been  added  to  Class 

C  "  of  the  prohibited  and  restricted  exports.

_  Mr.  E.  W.  Bell,  son  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Bell,  sen.,  pharma- 
cist, Spalding,  who  was  recently  invalided  out  of  the  Army, 
has  been  given  a  commission  in  the  Army  Service  Corps. 

Alderman  Owen  A.  Clark,  pharmacist  and  Mayor  of 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  has  been  informed  that  his  brother. 
Captain  Sydney  Clark,  M.D.,  of  the  R.A.M.C.,  was  killed 
in  action  on  October  2. 

Private  George  Barclay  (aged  twenty-four),  who  prior  to 
enlisting  in  the  London  Regiment  was  a  chemist's 
assistant,  and  was  previously  reported  wounded  and  miss- 
ing, is  now  reported  killed  on  September  9.

He  was  injured  in  the  head  and  hands,  and  is  progressing' 
satisfactorily.  He  is  the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Alfred  B. 
Evans,  Vice-President  of  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical 
Co.  of  Canada,  and  a  director  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Ltd.  He  had  been  in  the  fighting-line  for  over  a 
year. 

Corporal  Richard  Heaward  Robinson,  of  the  R.A.M.C. 
and  son  of  Mr.  R.  F.  W.  Robinson,  dispensing  chemist. 
129  Brighton  Street,  Seacombe,  lias  been  awarded  the 
Military  Medal  "for  extraordinary  zeal  and  courage; 
he  conducted  stretcher-bearers  time  after  time  over  shell- 
swept  ground,  collecting  wounded,  and  continuing  the  work 
after  daylight.  He  and  his  stretcher-bearers  were  splashed 
with  shells,  but  continued  working  in  high  spirits.  After 
daylight  on  the  morning  of  September  15  he  searched 
ravines  for  wounded  in  front  of  our  lines."  The  corporal 
is  in  the  dental  profession. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Burnside,  of  the  Australian  Infantry  Force, 
has  been  in  London  this  week,  and  we  had  an  interesting- 
chat  with  him  in  regard  to  military  •  work  m  Egypt  and 
the  Somme  where  he  has  been  fierhting.  _  He  has  had  a 
rather  severe  neuralgia  of  the  frontal  sinus,  but  is  now 
convalescent.    Mr.   Burnside  is   a  partner  in  Burnside  & 
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Co.,  the  eucalyptus-oil  distillers,  of  Eaglehawk,  Victoria, 
and  we  had  an  interesting  conversation  with  him  regarding 
the  firm's  work  in  that  regard.  They  have  developed 
methods  for  the  production  of  oil  having  high  cineol  con- 
tent, which  are  excellent,  and  ensure  continuous  supply  of 
high-grade  oil. 

Miscellaneous. 

Enemy  Patents.— Bagley,  Mills  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  92  Victoria 
Street,  Westminster,  S.W.,  are  applying  for  the  avoidance, 
suspension,  or  the  grant  of  a  licence  to  use  five-  patents 
belonging  to  Carl  Still,  which  have  to  do  with  the  recovery 
of  by-products  from  coke-ovens.  The  hearing  is  to  take 
place  at  the  Patent  Ollico  Court  on  November  1. 

Anglo-Swedish  Trade. — It  is  stated  that  the  two 
Governments  have  come  to  a  provisional  agreement  as 
regards  trade.  The  British  Government,  in  order  to  meet 
the  views  of  Sweden,  has  altered  the  exports  certificate  so 
that  it  becomes  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the  ex- 
porter is  alone  interested  in  the  articles  exported,  while  the 
British  Consul  at  the  same  time  certifies  that  he  is  satisfied 
with  the  declaration. 

Indian  Trade  within  the  Empire. — The  Secretary  of 
State  for  India  has  authorised  the  Indian  Committee  of 
the  Imperial  Institute  to  inquire  into  and  report  on  the 
possibilities  of  further  extending  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial utilisation  of  Indian  raw  materials  in  this  country 
and  elsewhere  in  the  Empire.  The  Committee  has  already 
commenced  its  work  and  has  appointed  a  number  of  Sub- 
Committees  to  deal  with  the  more  important  groups  of 
materials,  to  consider  the  results  of  investigations  and 
inquiries  already  conducted  by  the  Imperial  Institute,  and 
to  obtain  the  views  of  leading  merchants,  manufacturers, 
and  other  users  of  the  raw  products  of  India.  The  Com- 
mittee includes  Lord  Islington-,  Sir  Marshall  Reid,  Pro- 
fessor Wyndham  Dunstan,  and  others. 

Parcels  for  Russia  via  Sweden.— Among  the  21,970 
parcels  for  Russia  which  were  placed  under  embargo  in 
transit  through  Sweden  early  this  year,  but  now  released, 
42  comprised  salicylic  acid,  328  tartaric  acid,  5  aloes, 
66  bandages,  149  bismuth,  21  camphor,  46  chemicals, 
12  chloroform,  39  copper  sulphate,  9  dental  utensils, 
5  dyes,  29  gelatin.  5  iodoform,  42  lanoline,  2,052 
medical  stores,  4  morphine,  6  olive  oil,  85  oils,  2  opium, 
8  quinine.  24  shaving-powder,  596  shellac,  2,370  soap, 
169  soda.  96  corrosive  sublimate,  18  surgical  articles, 
and  '16 '  zinc  sulphate.  Any  claims  in  respect  of  loss 
and  damage  directly  due  to  the  action  of  the  Swedish 
Government  in  retaining  the  parcels  should  be  submitted, 
with  fall -particulars,'  to  ."the  Eoreign,  Claims  Office,  foreign 
Office,  London,'  S  W.

Liverpool. 

Fines  ranging  from  25?.  to  100/.  were  imposed  last  week 
on  a  number  of  Chinese  sailors  for  concealing  opium. 

"  You  must  not  use  this  internally,"  was  the  admonition 
of  a  pharmacist  to  a  female  customer  who  had  asked  for 
certain  "drops."  Tho  woman  looked  mystified.  Evidently 
she  thought  that  outdoor,  rather  than  indoor,  application 
was  being  enjoined,  and  she  replied  that  "drops"  could 
not  be  placed  in  her  sister's  ears  in  the  dark  street.  On 
being  informed  that  the  drinking  of  the  "drops"  was 
interdicted,  she'  'acquiesced'  with  a  quickened  intelligence. 


Weather  described  as  "  icy  '  cold  "  set  in,  accompanied 
by  heavy  rains,  last  week-end,  .with  the  effect  of  stimu- 
lating the  demand  for  cough-mixtures  and  kindred  medi- 
cines. Trade  continues  good,  and  a  sign  of  the  industrial 
and  shipping  prosperity  may  be  seen  in  the  greatly  increased 
sales  of  pictures  at  the  Municipal  Autumn  Art  Exhibition 
and  at  several  studio  exhibitions.  A  large  central  store 
which  deals  in  some  of  the  side-lines  favoured  by  phar- 
macists is  about  to  add  an  adjacent  theatre  as  a  w-arehouse. 

Mr.  William  .  P.  Evans,  President  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists' _  Association,  wishes  to  emphasise  his  appeal  to 
the  Association  for  good  attendances  throughout  the  session. 
He  points  out  that  nearly  all  the  invited  speakers  hail 
from  a  distance,  and  are  entitled  to  a  hearing  from  the 
pharmacists  as  a  whole.  The  elder  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, both  wholesalers  and  retailers,  set  an  example  in 
regular  and  punctual  attendance  which  the  younger  might 
follow  more  largely.  With  the  earlier  closing  the  Associa- 
tion should  be  able  to  claim  large  fortnightly  gatherings. 
Manchester. 

Charles  Midgley,  Ltd.,  Exchange  Street,  Manchester, 
have  a  very  attractive  series  of  sc-ray  photographs  in  one 
of  their  windows.  They  were  taken  in  the  firm's  electrical 
department  at  Barton  Arcade. 

The  gradual  decline  in  the  price  of  hydroquinone  has  no 
doubt  caused  some  photographic  dealers  in  Manchester  a 
little  anxiety,  as  several  of  them  are  offering  it  in  larger 
quantities,  prices  ranging  from  2s.  to  5s.  bd.  per  oz. 

Pharmacists  are  wondering  how  they  will  fare  when  the 
Early  Closing  Order  comes  into  force.  Many  of  them 
would  like  to  close  their  shops  earlier,  but  with  Insurance 
dispensing  it  is  almost  impossible  to  close  before  nine 
o'clock  in  most  working-class  neigh bourhoods.  The  fact 
that  the  new  conditions  impose  on  chemists  doing  N.H.I, 
dispensing  that  they  shall  provide  "  a  satisfactory  and 
adequate  pharmaceutical  service  during  the  ensuing  year" 
is  a  bit  of  a  poser  for  panel  chemists  who  contemplate 
closing  earlier.  [Tho  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions  is 
exempted  from  closing  provisions. — Editor  C.  <b  ?'.] 
Sheffield. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  are  making  extensive  displays  of  their 
Regesan  preparations,  which  in  themselves  are  very  attrac- 
tive, and  are  made  considerably  more  striking  by  plentiful 
supply  of  window-tickets  of  deep  lavender  with  white 
lettering. 

Pharmacists   are  being   more  hardly  hit   for  assistance. 
The  recruiting  authorities  are  withdrawing  junior  assistants 
who  were  passed  for  light  duties  and  sent  back  to  their  » 
business    until    required.      The   combing-out  of  company 
chemists'  assistants  has  commenced  also. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  and  District  Centre  of  the 
Faculty  of  Insurance  Mr.  Arthur  Neal  (Chairman  of  the 
Sheffield  Insurance  Committee)  was  presented  with  the 
Honorary  Fellowship  of  the  Faculty.  At  the  same  meeting 
Mr.  W.  A.  Apoleton,  Secretary  of  the  General  Federation 
of  Trade  Unions,  advocated  the  right  of  action  in  summary 
courts  against  doctors  who  by  false  declaration  involve  an 
Approved  Society  in  loss.  The  question  of  the  quality  of 
drugs  and  the  provision  of  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
was  dealt  with.

Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund. — The  Secretary  in- 
forms us  that  the  Newcastle  Pharmacists'  Association  has 
contributed  5/.  to  tho  fund  (see  p.  47). 

Martha  Ada  May  (60),  wife  of  a  chemist's  assistant, 
residing  at  Mill  Lane,  West  Hampstead,  was  knocked  down 
bv  a  motor-oar  on  October  7.  and  died  in  the  Hampstead 
General  Hospital  two  hours  later. 

A  Hay  and  Straw  Merchan/t  was  remanded  at  the  Thames 
Police  Court  on  October  16  on  a  charge  of  conspiring  with 
another  man  to  defraud  C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan, 
Ltd..  wholesale  druggists,  by  delivering  less  straw  than 
he  charged  for. 

In  H\rrogate. — Mr.  Percy  L.  Ridge,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Regent.  Parade,  has  been  sworn  in  as  a  special 
constable,  and  Mr.  A.  Mortimer  has  been  promoted  from 
Section  Leader  to  be  Sectional  Commander  for  the  Harro- 
gate Section  of  the  West  Riding  Special  Constabulary. 

Bleaching-powder  and  Soda. — At  Tower  Bridge  Police 
Court,  London,  on  October  11,  a  steward  of  a  Dutch  steamer 
was  fined  50/.,  or  two  months'  hard  labour,  for  aiding 
and  abetting  certain  persons  to  procure  bleaching-powder 
and  sodium  carbonate  for  export.  It  was  stated  that  the 
chemicals  were  intended  for  export  to  Germany  via  Holland. 

Gadd's  "  Synopsis." — BaillierOj  Tindall  &  Cox  have  pub- 
lished a  new  edition  of  the  "  Synonsis  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, 1914."  by  Mr.  IT.  Wippell  Gadd.  This  is 
practically  a  reprint  of  the  January  1915  edition,  but  as  an 
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addendum  the  author  has  added  particulars  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  cocaine  and  opium  based  upon  the  regulations 
which  we  published  on  August  5. 

At  the  Manchester  County  Court  on  October  16,  Thomas 
Hutchinson,  boot  and  shoe  maker.  Moston,  who  took  a  dose 
of  ammonia  under  the  impression  he  was  taking  one  of 
phenol  mixture,  was  awarded  fifteen  guineas  damages  against 
Wm.  Clapham,  Ltd.,  chemists  and  drysaltery,  of  Light- 
bowne  Road,  Moston.  For  the  defence  it  was  asserted 
that  there  was  no  mistake  made,  or  that  any  ammonia  was 
sold  by  the  defendant  company. 

Henry  Samuel  Freeman  (43),  •described  as  a  chemist,  of 
Bracknell,  was  sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Scrutton  to 
eighteen  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour  for 
bigamously  marrying  Augusta  Evelyn  Edwards,  his  lawful 
wife,  Elizabeth  Freeman,  being  alive.  It  was  stated  that 
there  are  several  warrants  out  against  the  prisoner  for  other 
serious  offences,  and  his  Lordship  said  they  would  have 
to  be  dealt  with  later  elsewhere.

— The  Umpire  has  decided  that 
contributions  arc  iiayablc  in  resnect  of  workmen  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  artificial  limbs  (1973X).  In  the 
following  cases  contributions  are  net  payable  :  Workmen 
engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  graduating  thermometers, 
burettes,  pipettes,  and  similar  glass  instruments  not  in- 
tended for  use  in  war  (1958)  ;  workmen  engaged  wholly 
or  mainly  in  the  manufacture  of  laboratory  porcelain 
(1972) :  workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  glass 
tubing  not  intended  for  use  in  war  or  in  the  manufacture 
of  munitions  of  war  (1978X). 

Dental  and  Dispensing  Classes  are  being  started  by 
some  London  Polytechn'c  Institutions,  and  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  London  County  Council  is  sympathetic. 
The  classes  a.re  for  women.  Those  in  dispensing  we  have 
already  mentioned.  The  Borough  Polytechnic's  courses  in 
dental  mechanics  comprise  («)  a  ^one-year  war  emergency 
course  for  women;  (/>)'  a  two-years'  day  course  for  girls 
of  about  sixteen  years  of  age;  and  (c)  evening  classes  for 
those  already  vngaged  in  dental  mechanicali  work.  A 
dental  technical  side  of  the  metallurgical  department  of 
the  South-Western  Polytechnic  (Chelsea)  is  contemplated 
after  the  war.

The  Halifax  Insurance  Committee 
has  sanctioned  this  arrangement,  and  the  panel  practitioners 
•have  agreed  to  commence  their  surgery  hours  half  an  hour 
earlier  in  the  evenings. 

Poisonings. — The  following  fatal  cases  of  poisoning  have 
been  reported  during  the  week  :  A  London  woman  working 
at  a  munition-factory  died  from  poisoning  by  trinitrotoluol, 
which  caused  atrophy  of  the  liver.  A  Finchlcy  warehouse- 
man named  Minto  drank  a  carbolic  mouthwash  in  mistake 
for  whisky,  with  fatal  results.  A  Wakefield  coroner's  jury 
found  that,  the  death  of  a  young  woman  named  Fox  was 
due  to  an  irritant  poison  taken  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
abortion,  but  the  West  Riding  county  analyst  was  unable 
to  find  evidence  of  poison  in  the  parts  of  the  bedy  wh'ch 
he  submitted  to  chemical  examination.  A  woman  named 
Giggall  died  at  Heaton  Moor.  Manchester,  through  drin'k- 
ing  a  disinfectant  in  mistake  for  whisky.  A  1'radford 
policeman  drank  with  fatal  results  a  Quantity  of  iodine, 
under  the  immvssion  that  he  was  taking  a  dose  of  his 
ordinary  medicine. — At  Cardiff  a  man  named  Morgan  died 
from  carbolic- »"cid  burns  which  were  suDnrsed  to  have  been 
caused  through  the  breakage  of  a  bottle  of  carbolic  acid 
in  his  pecket.

That  the  medicine  be  supplied 
in  accordance  with  the  custom  prevailing:  in  the  counties  of 
Lanark,  Renfrew.  Dumbarton,  Stirling-,  West  and  East  Lothian, 
where  the  rate  shall  be  3d. ;  and  that  in  the  counties  of  Fife. 
Clackmannan,  Kinross,  and  Mid-Lothian,  where  it  is  not  the 
custom  to  supply  medicine,  the  rate  shall  be  2id. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  arrangement  be  termin- 
able on  a  month's,  written  notice  on  either  side,  that,  the 
agreement  be  intimated  to  the  ccllieries,  and  should  if 
and  when  possible  be  made  to  extend  to  Ayrshire.

Cnocaroons  Trade-mark. —Mr.  Justice  Eve,  in  the 
Chancery  Division  on  October  17,  dismissed,  with  costs,  the 
appeal  of  Cadbury  Bros.,  Ltd.,  and  Rowntree,  Ltd.,  from 
the  decision  of  the  Registrar  of  Trade-marks,  who  sanc- 
tioned an  application  by  Williams,  Ltd.,  Bootle,  for  the 
registration  of  the  word  "  Chocaroons  "  as  the  name  for  a 
mew  sweetmeat.  Their  case  was  that  this  was  not  an  in- 
vented word,  as  the  Act  requires,  and  its  use  would  lead 
to  confusion  owing  to  the  existence  of  the  words  "  Chocolate 
macaroons  "  which  were  so  well  known. 

Hemame  irystals  Lontratt.-In  the  King's  Bench 
Division  on  October  16,  Mr.  Justice  Sankey  heard  an 
action  brought  by  Mr.  F.  E.  Annison,  trading  as  Bowyer  & 
Rartleet,  produce-brokers,  Mincing  Lane,  E.G.,  against 
the  United  Supplies,  Ltd.,  Monument,  E.G..  in  respect  of 
.an  alleged  breach  of  contract  by  the  defendants  in  selling 
to  the  plaintiffs  6,711  lb.  of  hematine  crystals.  It  appeared 
that  the  contract  was  made  in  December  1915,  and  the  sale- 
price  was  4s.  Sd.  per  lb.,  delivery  to  be  ex  warehouse 
Manchester.  The  goods  were  to  be  the  best  or  first  quality, 
but  defendants  said  they  were  to  be  good  commercial 
quality.  The  plaintiffs  said  that  the  goods  supplied  were 
not  according  to  contract,  and  were  deficient  in  colouring- 
matter.  The  defendants  denied  this.  Mr.  Justice  Sankey, 
in  giving  judgment,  said  he  thought  the  plaintiffs  had 
quite  established  that  the  contract  -was  for  first-quality 
crystals,  and  they  were  entitled  to  damages.  He  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  533?.  Is.  5c7.,  and  costs. 

Cattle-wash  Damages.— At  Cavan  County  Court  on 
■October  12,  Thomas  Grey,  Mullymagavin.  claimed  Ul. 
damages  from  Mr.  J.  J.  Cole,  Ph.C.,  Cavan,  being  the 
value  of  a  heifer  alleged  to  have  been  poisoned  by  a  ring- 
worm wash  supplied  by  defendant.  Plaintiff  said  he  was 
not  told  that  the  wash  was  poisonous.  After  using  it  the 
'heifer  became  ill,  and  a  veterinary  surgeon  was  called  in, 
who  certified  that  the  animal  was  suffering  from  mercurial 
poison.  Defendant  said  he  had  prepared  the  lotion  since 
1904  ;  it  contained  19  per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid.  Even  if 
■the  whole  quantity  sold  to  plaintiff  was  administered,  it 
•would  not  affect  the  animal  in  the  way  stated.  The  Judge, 
■commenting  on  the  difficulty  of  the  case  in  view  of  the 
evidence,  said  that  the  assistant  who  made  up  the  lotion 
might  have  added  some  salt  of  mercury  in  mistake,  and 
that  if  he  did  the  defendant  would  be  liable.  He  gave 
his  verdict  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff,  allowing  97.  damages 
■and  costs. 

Novocaine  Patent.— The  hearing  took  place  at  the 
Patent  Office  Court  on  October  13  of  the  application  of 
Levinstein,  Ltd.,  Blackley,  Manchester,  for  a  licence  to 
use  Patent  17,162  of  1905,  "  Aminobenzoic  acid  alkamine 
■esters  and  derivatives  thereof,"  belonging  to  the  Farb- 
werke  vormals  Meister,  Lucius  &  Bruning,  this  being  the 
patent  under  which  novocaine  is  made.  Mr.  Herbert 
Levinstein,  who  made  the  application,  referred  to  the 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  cocaine  which  will  result  in  the 
greater  employment  of  novocaine  as  a  local  anaesthetic, 
and  require  that  large  quantities  should  be  available  for 
the  public  use.  Mr.  J.  V.  Armstrong,  for  T.  Kerfoot  & 
•Co.,  Bardsley  Vale,  opposed  the  granting  of  a  licence  on 
the  ground  that  opponents,  who  hold  the  only  licence  in 
this  country,  have  laid  down  plant  on  a  sufficient  scale 
to  meet  all  requirements.  The  Comptroller-General  (Mr. 
W.  Temple  Franks)  said  that  it  might  be  desirable  in  the 
public  interest  that  there  should  be  more  than  one  manu- 
facturer of  novocaine.  If  a  licence  is  granted  it  would  be 
on  the  same  terms  as  that  previously  granted. 

Baking-powder.— At  Ncwcastle-on-Tyne  on  October  10, 
•the  partners  of  Brough  &  Sons,  provision-merchants,  New 
Bridge  Street,  Newcastle,  were  summoned,  under  Section  6 
of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875.  for  selling  baking- 
powder  which  was  certified  by  the  analyst  to  consist  of 
ground  rice  80,  calcium  superphosphate  4.  sodium  bicar- 
bonate 6,  and  calcium  and  sodium  phosphates  10  ;  it  being 
alleged  that  the  powder  was  deficient  in  the  yield  of  carbon 
dioxide  to  the  extent  of  56  per  cent.,  and  it  was  stated 
■that  the  minimum  yield  of  carbon  dioxide  should  be  6  per 
cent.  Mr.  V.  B.  Bateson,  Deputy  Town  Clerk  of  Sheffield, 
prosecuted  :  Mr.  S.  G.  Wilson  appeared  for  the  defendants, 
and  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck  (Neve.  Beck  &  Kirby)  for  George 
Harker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  supplied  the  baking-powder  to 
the  defendants.  There  was  much  legal  argument  before 
evidence  was  called,  the  witnesses  including  Dr.  J.  T.  Dunn. 
F.I.C.,  public  analyst  for  the  city.  He  was  cross-examined 
bv  Mr.  Beck,  who  quoted  the  opinion  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Hamill, 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  also  submitted  typical 
recipes.    All  this  evidence  was  in  order  to  show  the  Court 


that  the  composition  of  baking-powders  is  variable,  and 
that  there  is  no'  rule  or  fixed  agreement  binding  makers 
or  sellers  to  ensure  that  a,  fixed  quantity  of  carbon  dioxide 
should  be  evolved  from  a  definite  quantity  of  the  powder. 
Mr.  Beck  proposed  to  call  witnesses,  and  was  proceeding" 
to  explain  the  whole  matter,  although  he  did  not  wish  to 
detain  the  Bench  by  thrashing  a  dead  horse,  when  the 
Magistrates'  Clerk  remarked,  "  I  do  not  think  they  will 
want  you  to  thrash  it  any  longer,"  and  the  Chairman  said 
the  Bench  had  very  carefully  considered  the  case  and  were 
absolutely  satisfied  that  they  could  not  convict,  therefore  the 
case  was  dismissed  without  costs. 

Olive  Oil:  "Wnat  is  a  Guarantee  ?— At  the  Birkenhead 
Police  Court  on  October  13,  the  adjourned  case  under 
Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1875,  came 
before  Dr.  A.  C.  E.  Harris  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Miller.  Arthur 
H.  Ellithorne,  chemist  and  druggist,  Wellington  Road, 
Birkenhead,  wars  charged  with  selling  olive  oil  which  Mr. 
H.  E.  Davies,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst,  had  certified  to  con- 
tain 7.5  per  cent,  of  mineral  oil.  Mr.  George  Hines 
(Assistant  Prosecuting  Solicitor)  prosecuted  on  behalf  of 
the  Birkenhead  Corporation,  and  Mr.  W.  Rudd,  Liverpool 
(acting  for  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors  for  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  London),  represented  the 
defendant.  The  defence  was  based  on  a  warranty  which 
the  prosecution  would  not  admit.  The  case  had  been 
adjourned  some  weeks  ago  in  order  that  the  reserve 
sample  of  the  oil  might  be  analysed  in  the  Government 
laboratories.  This  had  been  clone,  and  the  oil  had  been 
found  to  contain  5.44  per  cent,  of  mineral  oil.  The  pur- 
chase of  the  oil  and  its  analysis  by  Mr.  Davies  were  proved 
b-7  the  prosecution.  Mr.  Davies  stated  that  it  was  mineral 
oil  such  as  medicinal  paraffin  which  had  been  added  to  the 
olive  oil.  For  the  defence,  Mr.  Ellithorne  stated  that  he 
purchased  the  olive  oil  from  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd., 
whose  price-list  contained  the  following  statement : 
Oils. 

We  express  or  distil  these  ours-elves,  o'r  import  them  direct 
from  well-tried  and  unimpeachable  sources. 

Having-  specialised  in  the  analysis  of  fixed  and  essential  oils, 
we  guarantee  our  oils  to  be  genuine  and  to  conform  to  the  new 
requirements  of  the  B.P.  1914,  including  in  this  g-uarant.ee  those 
official  dru<rs  which  contain,  or  are  made  from,  official  oils— such 
as  lini  semina  contusa,  sapo  du'rus,  and  sapo  mollis. 
Pie  purchased  the  oil  on  the  faith  of  this,  and  made 
arrangements  as  to  how  the  oil  was  to  be  bottled  and 
labelled.  On  the  occasion  of  the  purchase  of  8  oz. 
for  the  inspector  he  got  a  bottle  of  the  requisite  size 
and  filled  the  required  quantity  into  it  from  a  reputed 
pint  bottle  as  it  came  from  The  British  Drug  Houses.  Ltd.. 
corked  the  bottle,  labelled  it,  and  handed  it  to  the  young 
lady  who  had  asked  for  it.  It  was  in  exactly  the  same 
condition  as  he  received  it.  He  at  once  communicated  with 
The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd..  and  they  sent  him  a. 
letter  which  thev  wished  read  to  the  Court;  it  explained 
the  matter  from  their  point  of  view.  Mr.  Rudd  was  pro- 
ceeding to  read  the  letter  whereupon  Mr.  Hinos  objected 
and  the  Bench  ruled  the  letter  out.  Mr.  Rudd  then  argued 
that  the  facts  he  had  proved  constituted  a  general  war- 
ranty, but  the  Magistrates  found  the  case  proved  and  fined 
defendant  1/.,  together  with  a  guinea  costs  (the  analyst  s- 
fee).  On  the  application  of  Mr.  Rudd  they  agreed  to 
state  a  case. 

A  Truss  Case.— At  Harrogate  County  Court,  before 
Judge  McCarthy,  on  October  13,  Handford  &  Dawson, 
chemists  and  druggists,  Harrogate,  sued  Ellis.  Son  &  Para- 
more,  truss-makers,  Sheffield,  for  21/.  10s.  as  damages  for 
breach  of  contract  in  respect  to  a  truss  supplied  Mr. 
Craig  Henderson  appeared  for  the  plamtifis,  and  Mr.  W. 
Stewart  for  the  defendants.  Mr.  Craig  Henderson  stated 
that  they  had  supplied  a  Mr.  Taylor  with  a  truss  on 
March  4  but  he  returned  on  the  following  Monday  stating 
that  it  did  not  fit  tightly,  and  a  second  one  was  supplied 
to  him  by  Mr.  Handford.  On  March  16  he  complained 
about  his  back,  and,  on  examining  it.  Mr.  Handford 
found  a  red  discoloration,  which  he  thought  might  be 
the  colour  of  the  red  lining  of  the  truss.  Mr.  Taylor  also 
saw  Dr.  Daggett,  his  medical  attendant,  who  sent  him 
back  to  Mr.  Handford,  asking  him  to  observe  the  pro- 
nounced inflammation  and  eruptions  (with  some  discharge) 
that  had  arisen.  Dr.  Daggett  thought  this  was  due  to 
irritation  arising  from  the  truss.  Mr.  Taylor  had  been 
working  at  the  ttipon  Camp,  but  had  to  give  it  up.  and 
for  eight  weeks  he  was  treated  by  Dr.  Daggett.  Subse- 
quently Mr.  Taylor  made  a  claim  against  Handford  & 
Dawson,  and  thev  wrote  to  the  defendants,  who  relined  the 
truss  with  natural-coloured  skin,  and  expressed  a  hope  that 
there  would  be  no  further  trouble.  Mr.  Taylor  had  been 
able  to  wear  the  truss  since,  and  Mr.  Craig  Henderson  said 
this  showed  the  emotion  to  be  due  to  the  coloured  lining. 
Evidence  in  support  of  this  statement  was  then  given  by 
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Dr.  Daggett,  Mr.  T.  E.  Handford  (senior  partner  of  Hand- 
ford  &  Dawson),  and  by  Mr.  Taylor,  who  stated  that  since 
the  truss  had  been  relined  he  had  not  had  the  least  trouble 
from  it.  Mr.  Stewart  submitted  that  it  had  not  been  proved 
that  the  eruption  had  been  caused  by  the  dye,  and  without 
such  proof  he  contended  that  there  was  no  case  against 
his  clients.  He  called  Mr.  H.  J.  Taylor,  manager  to  Ellis, 
Son  &  Paramore,  who  stated  that  the  firm  had  not  had 
any  complaint  during  the  twenty-six  years  he  had  been 
with  them  of  the  dye  having  caused  .trouble  of  this  kind. 
Mr.  H.  R.  Mackerill,  of  the  firm  who  dyed  the  leather, 
also  stated  that  the  dyes  used  were  made  in  Germany. 
The  workpeople  who  dyed  the  leather  had  no  skin  troubles 
through  using  the  dyes,  and  he  was  of  opinion  that  these 
were  powerful  antiseptics.  Mr.  Arthur  Saville,  manager 
to  Lawson  &  Otley,  for  whom  the  skins  were  dyed,  also 
stated  that  the  firm  had  never  had  any  complaint  except 
for  a  batch  sent  to  India  about  twenty  years  ago.  He 
agreed  with  Mr.  Mackerill  that  it  is  impossible  to  make 
a,  fast  dye  for  sheepskins.  Mr.  Stewart  then  repudiated  all 
liability.  The  plaintiffs  must  prove,  he  said,  that  Mr, 
Taylor  was  injured  with  the  dye  from  the  truss.  This  had 
not  been  done.  His  Honour  held  that  the  dyo  had  caused 
the  eruption,  and  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the 
amount  claimed,  with  costs

Mathew. — By  cablegram  from  Cape  Town  we  learn  that 
Mr.  John  Alfred  Mathew,  Ph.C,  head  of  Heynes,  Mathew,

Mathew  in  1904  that  he 
was  the  doyen  of  phar- 
macy in  South  Africa, 
and  there  is  no  question 
of  the  fact  that  ho  was 
one  of  the  most  esteemed 
pharmacists  there,  and 
had  done  excellent  work 
in  connection  with  its 
government.  He  was  one 
of  the  earliest,  members 
of  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy and  President  of 
the  Cape  Phatmaceuticil 
Society,  while  he  also 
encouraged  all  trade 
movements,  especially 
those  of  benevolent  in- 
terest. Mr.  Mathews  was 
born  in  the  Colony,  and 
served  his  apprenticeship 
there,  passing  the  Medi- 
cal   Board  examination 

in  1858.  Then  he  came  to  England,  went  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  school  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  and 
qualified  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  October  1859.  On 
returning  to  Cape  Town  he  bought  the  British  Dispensary 
in  Adderley  Street,  and  in  this  Mr  John  Heynes  joined 
him,  the  business  developing  into  an  extensive  wholesale' 
and  retail  concern  under  the  firm  name  Heynes,  Mathew 
&  Co.,  branches  of  it  being  founded  in  various  parts  of 
South  Africa.  The  business  was  converted  into  a  limited 
company  as  Heynes,  Mathew,  Ltd.,  a  few  years  ago,  and 
associated  with  him  in  its  conduct  Mr.  Mathew  had  two 
of  his  four  sons — Mr.  Alfred  Mathew  and  Mr.  Frank  C. 
Mathew.  The  latter  was  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  in  1908.  One  of  Mr.  Mathew's 
younger  sons  is  Dr.  George  Porter  Mathew,  of  Port  Eliza- 
beth, who  was  a  Scholar  of  Trinitv  Hall.  Cambridge,  and 
graduated  as  M.A.  and  M.D.  of  that  Universitv,  being 
also  M.R.C.S.  and  L.R.C.P.  London  and  F.R.C.S.  Edin- 
burgh. One  of  his  two  daughters  is  Lady  Smith,  wife  of 
Sir  Frederick  Smith. 

Stammwitz. — At  Sanderstead,  Croydon,  on  October  8. 
Miss  Louisa  Stammwitz,  Ph.C'  H  was  in  December '  1872

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that  Miss  St.ammwitz,  Miss  Rose  Minshull,  and  Mrs.  Alice 
M.  Hart  petitioned  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  admit  them  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy  labora- 
tories, but,  they  did  not  succeed.  Miss  Stammwitz  told  the 
G,  &  D.  .afterwards  that  she  and  Miss  Minshull  had  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  obtaining  instruction  in  a  chemical 
laboratory  until  Dr.  Muter  opened  his  place  to  women. 
Miss  Stammwitz  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  October 
1877,  and  after  that  the  Society  admitted  women  to  its 
school.  She  w.as  one  of  the  first,  and  in  December  1878 
she  passed  the  Major  examination.  This  was  the  year 
after  Miss  Isabel  Clarke  had  asked  to  be  elected  a  member 
■of  the  Society  and  was  refused,  and  it  was  not  until  October 
1879  that  the  Council  decided  to  admit  women.  Miss 
Stammwitz  was  elected  in  1880.  For  nine  years  she  was 
the  dispenser  at  the  New  Hospital  for  Women  in  London, 
then  went  into  partnership  with  Miss  Annie  Neve,  Ph.C., 
they  opening  a  pharmacy  at  Paignton,  which  they  carried 
■on  for  some  years.  Her  portrait  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D., 
July  30,  1892,  when  she  wrote  a  most  interesting  letter  on 
her'  experience  in  pharmacy  and  her  views  on  the  future 
■of  women  in  it  (lady  pharmacists  was  the  correct  way 
then^l.  Among  the  things  she  said  was:  "I  believe  that 
as  committees  awaken  to  the  importance  of  engaging  only 
•qualified  dispensers,  women  will  pass  the  Minor  examina- 
tion in  order  to  secure  appointments.  I  should  not  advise 
them  to  undertake  the  worry  of  the  Major,  for  I  am  under 
the  impression  that  it  will  soon  cease  to  exist."  At  that 
time  Miss  Stammwitz  also  expressed  similar  views  to  those 
of  Miss  M.  E.  Buchanan  [C.  <£•  D.,  July  29,  p.  791)  m 
regard  to  the  difficulties  of  getting  women  to  master  the 
business  side  of  pharmacy.

His  elder  brother, 
Private  Alfred  Glass,  of  the  same  regiment,  was  killed  on 
September  12.  Before  the  war  they  were  both  with  Southall 
T3ros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham. 

Hobbs. — Killed  in  action  on  September  25,  Lance-Corporal 
Bernard  Francis  -Hobbs,  second  son  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs, 
Ph.C,  33  Mount  Pleasant  Road,  Tunbridge  Wells,  aged 
twenty.  Mr.  Hobbs  had  been  at  the  Front  about  a 
year,  and  was  wounded  last  June,  but  quickly  recovered. 
He  assisted  in  his  father's  business  until  he  joined  the 
Army  in  1915.

Westminster  Wisdom,

Dentists  on  the  Tigris. 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  informed  Sir  John  Jardine  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  October  17,  that  the  Army 
Council  had  quite  recently  been  informed  that  no  more 
dentists  are  required  for  the  troops  on  the  Tigris  or 
Euphrates. 

Military  Dentists. 
Mr.  Forster  informed  Mr.  MaeCallum  Scott  on  Wednes- 
day that  it  is  not  the  practice  to  send  soldiers  from 
various  parts  of  England  and  Scotland  to  Glasgow  for 
dental  treatment  by  private  practitioners.  There  is  no 
shortage  in  the  staff  of  military  dentists. 

Exports  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia. 
The  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Agriculturo 
lias  informed  Parliament  that  the  quantities  of  British- 
made  sulphate  of  ammonia  exported  to  the  Netherlands 
since  1912  were:  1912.  2,216  tons;  1913,  2,872  tons:  1914. 
9,074  tons ;  1915,  31,741  tons ;  and  for  the  nine  months  ended 
September  30  last,  6,977  tons. 

Control  of  Bleaching-powder. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesdav,   October  18. 
Mr.  C.  T.  Needham,  M.P.,  asked  the  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions when  it  was  intended  to  control  the  production  and 
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sale  of  bleaching-powder,  and,  if  so,  when  he  will  arrange 
for  licences  to  be  given  for  its  uso  in  the  textile  trades.-^- 
Mr.  Primrose  replied  that  it  is  not  at  present  found  neces- 
sary to  do  so.  Should  the  necessity  arise,  due  considera- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  best  means  of  meeting  the  com- 
mercial requirements. 

Indian  Indigo. 

Questioned  by  Sir  William  Byles  on  Tuesday  as  to  the 
indigo  industry  in  India,  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  stated 
that  the  average  value  of  indigo  exports  from  India  in  the 
five  years  ended  1896-97  was  about  3,000,000/.  a  year.  An 
indigo-research  branch  under  a  competent  chemist  has  been 
constituted  in  the  Indian  Agricultural  Department,  and  its 
investigations  are  examined  and  criticised  by  a  small 
expert  Committee  which  has  been  appointed  in  this  country. 
The  Committee  includes  an  eminent  chemist  and  representa- 
tives of  the  planting  interests  and  dye-users. 

The  Sanatogen  Business. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  12,  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  Runciman)  stated  in  reply  to 
Major  Hunt,  M.P.  for  Ludlow,  that  the  business  of  Wulfing 
&  Co.  had  been  continued  by  the  Controller  appointed  to 
wind  it  up  pending  a  sale  of  the  assets  to  a  British  pur- 
chaser, in  order  that  the  assets  acquired  by  the  purchaser 
should  be  of  value  to  him,  and  that  the  position  of 
farmers  who  had  contracts  with  the  firm  should  not  be 
prejudiced.  Tenders  for  the  assets  were  invited  by  the 
Controller  some  time  ago,  but  could  not  be  proceeded  with 
pending  the  settlement  of  certain  difficult  questions  about 
the  trade-marks  used  in  connection  with  the  business.  These 
having  now  been  disposed  of,  the  Controller  is  again 
inviting  tenders. 

New  Shops  Closing  Order— Chemists  Excluded. 

Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  announced  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Tuesday  that  in  view  of  the  restriction  of  lighting 
and  to  economise  coal  the  Government  are  proposing  to 
make  an  order  for  the  closing  of  all  shops,  subject  to  a 
few  exceptions,  during  the  winter  at  7  p.m.  on  days  other 
than  Saturday  or  the  weekly  half-holiday,  and  at  9  p.m. 
on  Saturday.  Inquiries  made  show  that  such  .a  measure 
will  be  welcomed,  and  that  it  has  already  been  anticipated 
to  a,  large  extent.  The*  chief  exceptions  allowed  will  be 
for  the  sale  of  meals,  of  newly  cooked  provisions  for  con- 
sumption off  the  premises,  of  medicines  and  articles  required 
in  the  case  of  illness,  and  of  newspapers,  and  an  extension 
of  time  to  8  p.m.  instead  of  7  p.m.  will  be  allowed  in  the 
case  of  barbers  and  hairdressers.  The  Order  does  not 
apply  to  the  hours  of  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  The 
Order  will  come  into  operation  on  October  30.  It  will  not 
apply  to  Ireland. 

The  Use  of  Cocaine. 
A  very  largely  attended  conference  between  about 
seventy  Members  of  Parliament  and  a  deputation  represent- 
ing unregistered  dentists  was  held  at  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Tuesday  evening  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the 
attitude  of  the  Home  Office  towards  the  use  of  cocaine. 
Mr.  P.  Wilson  Raffan,  M.P.  for  Leigh,  presided.  The 
case  for  the  deputation  was  stated  by  the  President,  Secre- 
tary, and  solicitor  to  the  Unregistered  Dentists'  Associa- 
tion, and  it  was  urged  that  the  permission  temporarily 
granted  by  the  Home  Office  should  be  extended  for  another 
six  months  or  else  permanently ;  and  it  was  pointed  out 
that  during  the  three  months  in  which  the  permission  had 
been  granted  not  a  single  case  of  the  improper  use  of 
cocaine  had  taken  place.  It  was  also  urged  that  cocaine 
might  be  supplied,  under  proper  regulations,  from  the 
authorised  denots.  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  has  since  con- 
sented to  receive  a  deputation  on  Tuesday,  October  24. 


Pharmacist  Volunteers. 


The  inspection  delayed  by  Lord  French's  illneas-  takes  place, 
the  work  by  London  pharmacists  surprising-  a  veteran. 

Some  Two  Hundred  Chemists,  comprising  the  Pharmacists' 
Volunteer  Corps,  which  is  linked  with  the  Central  London 
Volunteer  Regiment,  were  reviewed  on  Sunday  morning, 
October  15,  in  Brockwell  Park,  where  they  have  established 
a  camp  which  has  won  commendation  from  high  military 
quarters.  The  Corps  and  its  camp  were  reviewed  and  in- 
spected by  Brigadier-General  the  Hon.  Francis  Bridgeman, 
a  veteran  who  earned  fame  in  the  Soudanese  campaign 
of  thirty-one  years  ago.  The  ceremony  attracted  many 
people,  and  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Lambeth  officially 
attended  to  welcome  the  distinguished  Brigadier-General, 
and  at  the  same  time  give  a  pleasing  municipal  recogni- 
tion to   the  useful    work  of  the  Pharmacists'  Volunteer 
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Corps.  Besides  many  unofficial  pharmacists,  Mr.  Edmund 
White.  President,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock, 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  were  also  present'. 
Mr.  White  is  also  President  of  the  Corps. 

The  Corps  was  under  the  command  of  Sub-Commandant 
E.  A.  Atkins  and  Adjutant  F.  W.  March.  General  Sir 
Desmond  O'CaJlaghan  could  not  be  present  because  of 
work  •'  somewhere "  else,  while  Sir  William  Collins,  who 
takes  a  keen  interest  in  the 
Corps,  was  absent  because  of 
illness.  There  was  a  brief 
service,  conducted  by  the 
Brigadier-General,  prepara- 
tory to  the  review.  The 
Brigadier-  -  General  subse- 
quently called  for  the  officers, 
and  with  them  made  a  very 
complete  inspection  of  the 
camp  and  its  marvels,  photo- 
graphers and  cinemato- 
graphers  meanwhile  securing 
pictorial  records  of  scenes  and 
incidents  of  the  memorable 
review.  The  various  contri- 
vances in  the  way  of  camp 
sanatoria  and  economy  had 
been  completed,  and  even  a 
shower-bath  improvised  from 
biscuit-tins  was  now  ready ; 
and  the  insnecting  officer  paid 
fitting  tribute  to  the  efficiency  and  resourcefulness  of  the 
Corps,  both  while  examining  the  camp  and  in  a  subsequent 
brief  speech  to  the  men. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  Volunteer  Corps  has  re- 
ceived such  a  eulogy  as  that  which  was  now  spoken  to  the 
pharmacists.  Brigadier-General  the  Hon.  F.  Bridgeman 
declared  that  it  had  been  a  very  great  oleasure  for  him  to 
see  what  the  Corps  had  accomplished,  .and  he  was  amazed  at 
the  admirable  work  which  had  been  done.  It  was  all  most 
interesting,  and  what  appealed  so  strongly  to  him  was  the 
fact  that  the  work  had  been  carried  out  without  any  requisi- 
tion for  materials  from  the  War  Office.  Use  had  been 
made  of  those  things  which  could  be  picked  up  at  any  big 
camp,  and  articles  regarded  as  waste  had  been  converted 
into  things  of  great  use  in  the  way  of  camp  welfare  and 
sanitation.  It  was  for  that  reason  that  the"  work  was  so 
valuable.  A  glance  at  the  camp  was  enough  to  prove 
that  the  men  had  plenty  of  initiative  and  had  made  the 
fullest  use  of  their  brains.  Indeed,  they  had  clone  things 
which  would  be  a  valuable  innovation'  to  the  Regular 
Sanitary  Authorities.  Some  of  these  authorities,  .as  a 
matter  of  fact,  had  already  been  to  the  camp,  and  con- 
sidered the  work  done  to  be  admirable.  In  fact,  the  work 
of  the  Volunteers  was  so  commendable  that  they  ran  a  risk 
of  being  commandeered  for  service  in  Flanders,  where 
their  ingenuity  and  industry  would  prove  valuable  and 
welcome.  He  certainly  thought  they  had  taught  the 
Regulars  that  there  was  a  great  deal  even  for  them  to  learn. 
The  essential  feature  of  their  work  was  that  there  was  so 
much  simplicity  but  yet  so  much  real  utility  about  it. 
He  was  extremely  anxious  that  the  Sanitary  Company 
should  be  properly  recognised,  and  it  was  a  mistake  that 
it  had  not  yet  been  done.  He  could  not  understand  it. 
No  other  nation  in  the  world  would  neglect  such  a  useful 
number  of  men,  all  ready  and  willing  to  give  time  and 
leisure  to  serve  their  country  for  nothing.  Yet  the  valu- 
able work  achieved  by  the  pharmacists  had  so  far  escaped 
official  recognition.  Nevertheless  the  Volunteer  movement 
had  to  wait,  long  for  official  recognition,  and  he  felt  sure 
that  the  Sanitary  Company  would  soon  be  recognised,  when 
he  would  have  the  pleasure  of  addressing  the  Commanding 
Officer  as  Captain  Atkins. 

The  event  was  brought  to  a  close  by  the  presentation 
of  over  seventy  British  Red  Cross  certificates  for  sanitation. 
The  exhibition  will  be  kept  intact  for  another  fortnight, 
and  any  pharmacist  who  would  like  to  see  what  fellow 
craftsmen  can  do  in  a  military  capacitv  is  heartily  invited 
by  the  Commanding  Officer  and  men  to  call  at  Brcckwell 
Park  any  time.

means  that  a  soldier's  clothes  have  to  be  steeped  in  the 
bactericidal  solution  and  afterwards  dried.  The  paper 
contains  the  details.

French  Otto  of  Rose. — "  La  Parfumerie  Moderne,"  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  R.  M.  Gattefosse,  of  Gattefosse  et  fils,. 
essential-oil  distillers,  Lyons,  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  otto  of  rose  from  the  Balkans  is  being  imported  in  a, 
grossly  adulterated  state.  It  was  pointed  out  in  "  Le 
Matin  "  recently  that,  although  the  Bulgarians  only  pro- 
duced 3,000  kilograms  of  otto  of  rose  annually,  contact  with 
Germans,  experts  in  fraudulent  practices,  enabled  the  Bul- 
garians to  increase  the  quantity  to  5,000  kilograms.  The 
present  is,  therefore,  an  excellent  opportunity  for  changing 
the  fashion  for  Bulgarian  otto  of  rose  and  purchasing  that 
made  in  the  South  of  France,  which  is  of  excellent  quality 
and  cheaper  than  the  enemy  product.  It.  should  be  a 
matter  of  honour  with  the  perfumers  of  the  Allied  countries 
to  discard  all  enemy  products  wherever  possible,  and  an 
excellent  opportunity  is  offered  in  the  ease  of  otto  of  rcse.

was  fifteen  years  old.  Mr. 
E.  Waller  Martin,  Guildford, 
was  his  apprentice-master,  and 
after  his  six  years'  appren 
ticeship  he  went  as  an  assist- 
ant to  Alsop  &  Quiller, 
Sloane  Square,  London,  which 
he  left  in  1862  to  take  a  posi- 
tion in  the  dispensing  and 
retail  departments  of  Harvey 
&  Reynolds,  13  Briggate, 
Leeds.  When  Mr.  Thomas 
Harvey  retired  Mr.  Freshfield 
Reynolds  became  a  partner 
with  his  cousin  in  the  retail  and  dispensing  departments, 
and  this  was  continued  until  his  removal  in  1882  to  Harro- 
gate. He  'opened  a  new  pharmacy  there,  which  in  1899  he 
disposed  of  to  Mr.  Handford,  when  he  acquired  the  Mynd 
House  Pharmacy  in  Gloucester,  where  he  has  taken  exceed- 
ingly active  interest  in  all  pharmaceutical  affairs  until 
now.  Mr.  Reynolds  has  thus  been  sixty-one  years  behind 
the  counter,  and  is  retiring  to  live  a  quiet  peaceful  life 
with  his  wife  in  Long  Sutton,  Langport,  Somerset,  at  the 
home  of  their  eldest  daughter  in  this  charming  country 
village.

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  Failed 

to  convince  Mr. 
Roberts.  The  failure  was  foreseen  and  inevitable,  not 
because  the  establishment-charge  is  really  adequate,  but 
because  the  difficulty  of  differentiation  is,  as  the  Society 
now  admits,  "almost  insuperable."  The- folly  of  accept- 
ing such  a  situation  is  open,  palpable ;  we  can  have  no 
further  confidence  in  the  Society's  leading;  Mr.  Roberts 
has  seen,  from  the  time  of  last  year's  surrender,  that  so 
long  as  he  had  our  present  leaders  alone  to  deal  with 
the  game  was  in  his  own  hands.  The  Society  now  advises 
us  to 

Accept  the  New  Offer, 

binding  us  to  service  for  1917.  The 
terms  are  new,  and  they  have  not  been  discussed  by  any 
body  of  working  pharmacists  competent  to  speak  on  such 
a  matter  for  the.  whole  trade.  No  time  for  discussion  is 
allowed  us ;  we  are  not  expected  to  discuss  them ;  it  is 
again  a  case  of  take  it  or  leave  it ;  we  are  told  to 
observe  "  the  strictest  privacy  "  in  what  we  do,  and 
upon  the  individual  pharmacist  is  placed  the  responsi- 
bility of  a  decision  of  the  highest  moment  to  the  trade 
and  the  public.  Mr.  Roberts  has  taken  nine  months  to 
arrive  at  his  ultimatum ;  we  are  allowed  a  fortnight  in 
which  to  make  up  our  minds.  There  is  no  need  for 
such  haste,  and  I  heartily  hope  that  pharmacists  generally 
will  refuse  to  vote  without  time  for  mutual  conference 
and  arrival  at  some  common  agreement.  There  are  pro- 
verbially two  sides  to  every  question  ;  we  have  had  only 
one  put  before  us,  and,  as  I  have  said,  it  is  rot  a  ques- 
tion affecting  us  as  individuals  only.  I  do  not  say  we 
should 

Reject  the  Offer, 

but  we  must  insist  upon  having  time  to 
consider  it.  The  point  emphasised  by  you  last  week  is 
of  itself  a  sufficient  reason  for  this.  The  condition 
attached  to  the  offer  made  us  is  so  extraordinary  that  it 
seems  impossible-  it  can  be  meant  as  it  reads.  The 
extra  0.3rf.  is  ostensibly  an  increase  in  the  establishment- 
charge,  yet  the  condition  refers  to  an  entirely  different 
matter — the  "  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  at  increased 
prices."  If  the  increase  of  working-expenses  is  to  be 
met,  why  not  the  increase  in  price?  It  is  likely  to  be  at 
least  as  great  as  the  other.  And  exception  might  be 
taken  to  the  way  in  which  the  "  act  of  grace  "  is 
offered.  The  conditions  of  this  year's  service  are  no 
more  normal  than  those  of  next  year  will  be,  and  it  i6 
merely  an  act  of  justice  to  give  us  the  same  terms  for 
both.  As  it  is  put  it  may  perhaps  be  regarded  as  an 
act  of  conditional  justice.    It  has,  in  fact,  an  ugly  look. 

The  Formula  on  the  Label 

would  not,  argues  Mr.  J.  A. 
Radford,  affect  the  sale  of  a  good  proprietary,  though 
it  might  stop  that  of  a  fraudulent  one.  I  could,  how- 
ever, name  half-a-dozen  famous  proprietaries  the  sale  of 
which  has  to  my  own  knowledge  been  very  seriously 
affected  by  the  publication  (though  not  on  the 
labels)  of  their  supposed  formula3.  The  effect  of 
publishing  the  true  formula  would  be  immensely 
greater.  And  why  should  medicine-proprietors,  alone 
of  all  men,  be  required  to  disclose  their  trade 
secrets?  Why  should  fraud  be  stopped  at  the  expense 
of  honest  merit?  We  must  not  be  unjust  even  in 
protecting  that  overgrown  baby  the  public.  Let  fraud, 
when  proved,  be  punished  as  severely  as  it  deserves, 
but  by  direct  means.  Grossly  false  descriptions  and 
claims  are  not  so  difficult  of  proof  that  we  can  only  reach 
the  offenders  in  this  roundabout  way.  A  more  excellent 
way  would  be  to  return  to  the  old  custom  of  actually 
taking  out  patents  for  medicines.  The  specification 
required  might  easily  be  made  such  as  would  _  prevent 
actual  fraud,  and  the  ordeal  would  be  a  sufficient  dis- 
couragement of  applications  that  had  not  some  real  value 
behind  them.  There  would  at  least  be  a  strong  pre- 
sumption of  the  applicant's  honest  belief  in  his  invention.

Insurance  Dispensing  Terms. 

Before  the  trad©  in  England  and  Wales  vote  on  the 
new  Insurance  dispensing  conditions  there  is  one  point 
which  merits  their  particular  attention.  The  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  the  Drug  Tariff,  in  order  to  place 
the  Tariff  on  what  the  Committee  considered  a  commer- 
cial basis,  stated  in  their  Report  that 

(a)  The  principles  upon  which  the  Tariff  is  constructed 
should  be  simple  and  self-evident;  (b)  each  of  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  the  price  payable  for  any  prescription 
should  give  to  the  chemist  a  return  or  remuneration  for 
aome  specific  group  of  his  expenses  or  services.  The 
principles  adopted  in  any  such  classification  should  be 
strictly  adhered  to,  all  balancing  or  averaging  being  entirely 
abolished  as  between  component  parts  of  the  total  price 
and  reduced  to  the  narrowest  possible  range  within  each 
component  part;  (c)  there  should  be  a  scale  of  dispensing- 
fees  per  prescription  graded  solely  by  the  degree  of  pro- 
fessional time  and  skill  required  in  the  dispensing  of  the 
several  classes  of  medicaments.  It  will  follow  from  this, 
principle,  as  well  as  from  the  recommendation  contained 
in  paragraph  (b)  above,  that  this  part  of  the  price  should 
convey  remuneration  for  those  services  alone  which  ought 
to  be  remunerated  at  the  rate  payable  for  professional 
services.  When  those  services  have  been  disposed  of  by 
means  of  this  scale  of  dispensing-fees  proper,  it  follows 
that  we  liave  yet  to  provide  for  the  charges  in  respect 
if  establishment-expenses,  including  personal  services  other 

lian  professional  services,  and  the  actual  cost  to  the  chemist 
jf  the  drugs  dispensed  in  the  prescription,  (d)  We  havo 
tlready  recommended  that  establishment-expenses  should 
oo  charged  in  the  form  of  a  rate  per  prescription ;  and 
.ve  are  of  opinion  that  the  amount  of  this  rate  should  bo 
ixed  so  as  to  afford  a  return  for  all  establishment-charges 
md  personal  services,  excluding  those  remunerated  by  the 
cale  of  dispensing-fees  proper.  There  is  now  nothing  left 
>ut  the  cost  to  the  chemist  of  the  actual  drugs  contained 
n  the  medicines  dispensed  by  him,  and  the  cost  of  the 
ippliances  which  he  supplies,  (e)  From  the  fact  that  our 
previous  recommendations  provide  for  every  part  of  the 
:hemist's  remuneration  or  return  other  than  the  cost  of 

he   drugs  and  appliances   supplied,   it   follows  that  he 

hould  receive  no  more  than  his  actual  outlay  on  this  item. 
Wo  are  of  opinion  that  the  actual  cost  to  "the  chemist  of 
the  particular  quantity  of  every  separate  drug  ordered  by 
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the  practitioner  as  an  ingredient  in  the  prescription  should 
be  separately  priced  with  as  great  a  degree  of  precision 
as  circumstances  permit. 

The  Report  proceeded  to  state  that  the  Tariff  then 
given  was  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
principles.  Dispensing  chemists  in  England  and  Wales 
should  compare  the  quoted  statement  with  the  Tariff  to 
be  offered  by  the  Commissioners  for  1916-17  and  recom- 
mended by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  italicised 
portions  should  receive  special  attention.  If  the  words 
mean  anything,  they  mean  that  dispensing  chemists  are 
to  be  paid  for  their  actual  outlays  in  drugs,  their  actual 
expenses  in  selling  the  drugs,  and  dispensing-fees  based 
on  actual  time  and  skill  involved  in  the  work.  More- 
over, the  recommendation  specifically  excludes  payment 
on  any  average  system,  therefore  excludes  a  payment 
based  on  average  expenses.  In  other  words,  the  allow- 
ance for  establishment-charges  must  not  be  averaged. 
The  same  holds  good  regarding  dispensing-fees — these 
must  not  be  averaged,  if  the  Departmental  Committee's 
views  are  to  prevail.  Whatever  course  the  Committee 
took  in  preparing  a  commercial  Tariff,  they  leave  no 
doubt  as  to  their  approval  of  the  principle  of  paying  a 
chemist  for  his  actual  establishment-expenses.  It  is, 
however,  an  open  secret  that  the  0.8d.  per  prescription 
recommended  by  the  Departmental  Committee  as  an  allow- 
ance for  establishment-charges  is  an  average  figure  based 
on  the  returns  from  a  small  number  of  chemists'  busi- 
nesses, figures  for  which  were  obtained  for  the  Com- 
mittee. We  think  some  explanation  is  necessary  from 
the  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the 
Departmental  Committee  as  to  why,  since  they  Knew  the 
fact6,  they  accepted  the  principle  of  paying  dispensing 
chemists  an  allowance  for  establishment  outlays  based  on 
the  average  expenditure  in  a  chemist's  business  as  found 
from  the  few  cases  dealt  with. 


Once  More,  the  Hat. 

Chemists  and  Druggists  in  Great  Britain  who  take 
special  interest  in  pharmaceutical  affairs  will  have  noticed 
that  the  Qualifying  examinations  have  this  year  been 
much  smaller  numerically  than  they  are  as  a  rule.  The 
figures  are  much  below  1915,  and  that  year  was  better 
than  1914.  War  conditions  take  time  to  affect  the  natural 
order  of  things,  and  this  year  there  has  been  a 
decided  falling-off  in  candidates.  The  Society's  monthly 
financial  statements  show  that  the  total  received  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October  in  fees  for  the  Minor 
and  Major  examinations  was  3,766?.  In  1914  the  amount 
received  for  these  examinations  was  6,131?.,  and  in 
1915  a  sum  of  6,991Z.  was  passed  to  the  financial  state- 
ment in  respect  to  the  same  examinations.  We  may 
recall  the  fact  that  three  guineas  was  the  Minor  examina- 
tion-fee originally,  but  about  thirty  years  ago  it  was 
raised  to  five  guineas,  and  some  years  later  that  fee 
was  doubled.  This  was  good  business  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  for  it  secured  its  financial  position, 
which  was  made  still  more  secure  by  the  1898  Act  that 
enabled  the  Society  to  change  the  name  of  associates  to 
members.  Now  that  the  war  prevents  men  qualifying, 
receipts  from  examination-fees  suffer,  and  Society  leader 
are  looking  about  to  see  where  they  can  get  more  money. 
It  has  apparently  been  decided  that  the  easiest  way  is  tr 
force  chemists  and  druggists  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Society  to  become  so  now,  as  an  acknowledgment  <^r 
the  fact  that  the  Insurance  Commissioners  are  to  pay  0.3(7. 
more  of  establishment-charge  on  Insurance  prescriptions. 
In  December  1915  the  Society  induced  Insurance  chemists 


in  England  and  Wales  to  combine  with  them  in 
checking  prescriptions,  one  effect  of  which  was  that  40  per 
cent,  of  the  money  paid  by  Insurance  Committees  to  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  was  to  be  handed  over  to  the 
Society.  This  has  been  done,  but  how  much  the  Society 
has  received  we  cannot  tell,  because  no  such  money  has 
been  reported  in  the  Council's  monthly  statements.  Dis- 
pensing chemists  know  that  it  has  been  paid,  for  it  has 
been  taken  off  their  Insurance-dispensing  accounts,  and  it 
is  40  per  cent,  of  this  that  goes  to  the  Society.  We  think  it 
savours  of  impudence  for  the  Society  to  doff  its  hat  and 
hold  it  out  for  the  trade  to  put  in  some  of  the  money  which 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  say  that  chemists  require  for 
"  increased  war  expenses."  What  could  be  more  pitiful 
than  the  spectacle  of  an  historic  Society  coming  down  to 
such  a  begging  condition. as  this,  especially  after  being 
so  honourably  and  liberally  treated  as  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  been  ! 

Establishment-charge  and  Prices  of  Drugs. 

In  commenting  last  week  upon  the  proposed  addition  of 
a  third  of  a  penny  to  the  establishment-charge  on  dis- 
pensing Insurance  prescriptions,  we  emphasised  the  state- 
ment in  Mr.  Roberts'  letter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
that  this  is  to  b9  given  in  1917  "  in  consideration  of 
their  [chemists']  undertaking  a  continuance  of  the  supply 
of  drugs  and  chemicals  at  increased  expense  to  the  indivi- 
dual contractor."    This  is  causing  a  good  deal  of  trouble 
throughout  the  country,  and  a  dispensing  chemist  who 
wrote  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  about  the  matter 
has  received  a  telegram,  of  which  we  append  a  copy  : 
Copy  of    Telegram. — Phrase   quoted   in  yours   of  loth 
relates  oiily  to  increased  working  expenses,  in  considera- 
tion of  which   additional  allowance    of    point    three  is 
given.    The    monthly  revision   of  drug   prices   will,  of 
course,  be  continued. — Insurance  Commission. 

This  is  satisfactory,  and  we  trust  that  the  ambiguity  in 
the  letter  will  be  avoided  in  official  agreements. 

The  Glasgow  View. 

The  "  Glasgow  Herald  "  is  particularly  well  informed 
in  regard  to  Insurance  dispensing,  and  referring  the  other 
day  to  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  the  Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners  and  the 
agreement  to  go  on  for  another  year,  said  : 

The  statemc-nt  shows  that  the  tariff  which  the  Com- 
missioners proposed  to  apply  to  Scotland — namely,  the 
English  tariff — would  mean  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent,  in 
the  payment  received  for  medicines  and  appliances,  and 
the  Standing  Committee  adds  :  _  "  We  cannot  entertain  any 
such  reduction."  Scottish  chemists  are  to  be  congratulated 
in  securing  the  continuation  of  terms  which  more  .nearly 
approach  to  "  a  living  wage"  than  do  the  English  terms. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  not  at  present  saying 
anything  about  this  :  it  simply  wants  English  and  Welsh 
chemists  to  think  and  believe  that  they  will  be  thousands 
of  pounds  better  off  if  they  accept  the  4.16  per  cent, 
advance  that  Mr.  Roberts  is  now  giving  them ;  but  not  a 
word  emanates  from  the  Square  about  the  20  per  cent, 
more  that  Scottish  chemists  have  been  getting  all  this 
year  ! 

Boric  Acid  in  Cream. 

The  Local  Government  Board  under  the  Public  Health 
(Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act  is  making  new  regulations 
controlling  the  use  of  boric  acid  in  cream.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  1912  the  Board  published  regulations 
permitting  the  addition  of  boric  preservatives  and 
hydrogen  peroxide  to  cream,  provided  that  a  declaration 
was  made  of  the  presence  of  the  preservative.  The 
regulations  did  not  limit  the  amount  of  the  preservative, 
and  in  some  districts  arbitrary  standards  were  set  up. 
This  resulted  in  the  prosecution  of  dealers  whose  ideas 
on  the  amount  required  did  not  coincide  with  those  of 
local  medical  officers,  who,  of  course,  had  no  special 
knowledge  as  to  the  quantity  of  preservative  that  should 
be  used,  but  fixed  purely  arbitrary  standards.  The  Local 
Government  Board  has  'now  interposed  and  fixed  0.4  per- 
cent, of  boric  acid  as  the  maximum  that  may  be  used,

and  the  quantity  contained  in  any  cream  sold  is  to  be 
stated  on  the  declaratory  label.  The  regulation  fixes  the 
aize  of  the  label  and  form  of  declaration,  and  is  to  come 
into  force  "  on  the  expiration  of  forty  days  as  from 
October  3  "  unless  reasons  are  in  the  meantime  shown  to 
the  contrary. 

Sanatogen  and  Formamint  Trade-marks. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  ordered  the  registration  of  the 
trade-marks    "Sanatogen"    (246,802    and    257,583)  and 
"  Formamint  "  (264,704)  to  be  avoided.    This  means  that 
henceforth  the  words  sanatogen  and  formamint  are  public 
property,  and  can  be  applied  by  anyone  to  products  of 
a  like  nature.    Sanatogen  was  made  under  Patent  1,541  of 
1898,    "  Albumen  preparations    soluble    in    water  from 
glycerophosphates  and  albuminoids,"   which  expired  in 
1911,  and  as  it  is  the  settled  law  of  this  country  that 
the  name  of  a  patented  article  becomes  public  property 
on  the  expiry  of  the  patent,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
the  Board  of  Trade  has  arrived  at  the  decision  that  the 
word  "  Sanatogen  "  shall  no  longer  remain  on  the  trade- 
mark register.    The  curious  thing  is  that  the  decision 
has  been  so  long  delayed,  but  it  is  due  no  doubt  to  the 
inherent  propensity  of  English  people  to  deal  out  strict 
justice.    It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1914  two  appli- 
cations were  made  to  the  Patent  Office  for  the  avoidance 
of  the  trade-mark  "  Sanatogen,"  but  these  were  refused, 
as  at  that  time  it  was  not  considered  in  the  public  interest 
to  avoid  the  mark.    The  trade-mark  "Formamint"  was 
also  the  subject  of  an  application  for  avoidance  in  1914 
but  this  application  was  also  refused.    In  this  case  there 
is  no  patent  involved,  but  we  take  it  that  as  the  word 
has  become  the  name  of  an  article  it  has  ceased  to  fulfil 
the  primary  functions  of  a  trade-mark,  and  on  this  ground 
has  been  removed  from  the  trade-mark  register. 

Chemists  and  Glycerin. 

We  have  received  inquiries  with  regard  to  the  Birming 
ham  report  (C.  &  D.,  October  7,  p.  35)  respecting  glycerin 
in  which  it  was  stated  that  as  the  result  of  an  interview 
with  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  it  was  decided  to  limit 
sales  to  2  oz.  We  understand  that  the  statement  was  the 
outcome  of  "  an  interview  with  the  Ministry  and  the 
firm  concerned,"  but  there  appears  to  be  some  misunder- 
standing. In  the  meantime  the  Director  of  Propellant 
Supplies,  writing  to  us  on  October  16,  says  : 

"  It  is  the  desire  of  this  Department  that  all  mcdicina 
glycerin,  whether  held  prior  to  the  restrictions  coming  int< 
force  or  not,  should  be  used  only  for  the  making-up  of  B.P 
or  B.P.C.  preparations,  or  where  it  is  prescribed  in  nidi 
vidual  cases  by  a  doctor,  and  it  is  probable  that  within 
a  few  days  a  general  communication  will  be  made  to  the 
Press  on  this  subject." 

This  puts  a  much  narrower  restriction  on  glycerin 
than  was  given  in  our  issue  of  October  7,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Ministry  will  take  a  more  liberal  and 
rational  view  of  the  matter  than  is  embodied  in  the 
passage  which  we  quote. 

English  Belladonna. 

In  our  Summer  Issue  we  published  an  illustrated  article 
by  Mr.  J.  Beetham  Wilson,  Dorking,  on  the  cultivation 
of   belladonna   in    that    neighbourhood.    "  Straffing  th 
Hun  "  was  one  of  his  objects,  for  it  needed  the  war  to 
bring  people  to  realise  that  they  had  been  getting  more 
and  more  dependent  on  Germany  for  belladonna,  which 
grows  better  in  England  than  it  does  in  Prussia.  Mr 
Wilson's  venture  is  a  success.    He  had  four  plantation 
(see  C.  d-  D..  July  29,  p.  772).    No.  1  has  paid  its  way 
this  year,  and  No.  3  is  likely  to  do  so  next  year.  No. 
is  the  dubious  plot  that  Mr.  Wilson  previously  spoke  of 
it  is  clay  soil,  ane!  looks  hopeless  now.    No.  4  is  bein 
kept  for  stock  plants.    But  Mr.  Wilson  has  done  mor 
than  grow  the  plants  :  he  has  been  cultivating  the  habi 
in  others,  having  had   communications  from  1,300,  and 
to  1,000  of  these  he  has  sent  seed  gratis.    British  Posses 
sions    have    also    been    interested,    Australia,  Canada 
Leeward  and  West  Indian  Islands,  New  Zealand,  and 
South  Africa,  as  well  as  English  residents  in  U.S. A 
having  been  helped.    Mr.  Wilson  has  no  more  seed  t 
send  out — a  fact   which  our    Colonial    subscribers  will 
please  note — but  next  year  he  hopes  to  furnish  more. 


A  Forgotten  Report. 

Referring  to  the  use  of  emp.  plumbi  as  an  abortefacient, 
Sir  Henry  Norman  writes  to  "  The  Times  "  to  state  that 
the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines  took  "  a  mass 
f  evidence  from  all  available  sources,"  and  adds,  "  It 
is  hard,  after  all  the  time  and  labour  we  gave  to  this 
Report,  that  it  should  so  soon  be  forgotten."  The  letter 
shows  disappointment  that  no  action  has  been  taken  on 
the  Report  which  the  Select  Committee  issued.  Sir  Henry 
forgets,  however,  that  the  medicine  stamp-tax  has  been, 
doubled,  and  that  the  sale  of  medicated  wines  has  been 
ubjected  to  regulations,  as  a  direct  result  of  the  Report — 
at  least,  that  is  the  view  of  the  medical  Press.  The  Select 
Committee  was  appointed  "to  inquire  into  the  question 
of  the  sale  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and 
medical  preparations  and  appliances  and  advertisements 
elating  thereto."  Incidentally  the  question  of  the  supply 
of  abortefacients  was  brought  in,  mainly,  we  believe,  with 
a  view  to  discredit  proprietary  medicines,  but  it  cannot 
be  said  that  the  Select  Committee  was  appointed  to  con- 
sider that  subject.  It  does  not  appear,  therefore,  that 
the  Report  need  be  regarded  as  an  authority  on  the  sale 
of  diachylon.

Council-  meeting . 


The  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street.,  Dublin,  on> 
Tuesday,  October  10,  as  briefly  reported  in  the  C.  <£■  D. 
last  week.  Mr.  James  Tate  presided,  and  the  following 
other  members  of  Council  were  present:  Dr.  C.  J.  B. 
Dunlop,  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes,  Messrs.  Thomas 
Batt.  R.  Blair.  J.  E.  Connor,  J.P.,  Wm.  Doig,  Wm.  J. 
Hardy,  Wm.  Jameson,  James  Michie,  T.  N.  Moffit,  John 
Smith,  1).  M.  Watson,  A.  Owen  Wells,  and  W.  F.  Wells. 

Mr.  Tate  welcomed  old  members  of  the  Council  who 
had  been  re-elected,  also  Dr.  Barnes,  a  new  member, 
whose  work  on  behalf  of  the  P.A.T.A.  he  referred  to,  and 
he  trusted  that  Dr.  Barnes  would  find  much  further  scope 
for  his  activities  in  the  Council. 

Dr.  Barnes,  in  thanking  the  Chairman,  stated  that  at 
the  time  of  his  candidature  he  was  President  of  the  Drug- 
Trade  Association  of  Dublin,  which  had  held  its  annual 
meeting  in  that  room  the  previous  night,  and  he  had  been 
deputed  to  convey  to  the  President  and  Council  a  most 
cordial  vote  of  thanks  for  the  use  of  the  premises. 
Election  of  Officers. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  moved  that  Mr.  James  Tate  be  re- 
elected President.  In  Mr.  Tate  they  had  a  President  who 
had  taken  a  very  great  interest  in  the  Society  from  the 
time  he  had  joined  the  Council.  He  was  their  North  of 
Ireland  Executive;  he  had  done  their  work  there  for  a 
gieat  number  of  years;  he  had  rilled  the  chair  to  the 
satisfaction  of  every  member  of  the  Council  ;  he  had  been 
a  courteous,  genial  chairman ;  and  he  (Mr.  Wells)  had 
very  much  pleasure  in  proposing  Mr.  Tate's  re-election. 

Mr.  Hardy  seconded,  and  as  a  Belfast  man  mentioned 
some  of  the  matters  in  which  he  and  Mr.  Tate  had  mutual 
interest. 

The  re-election  was  unanimous,  and  Mr.  Tate,  in  accept- 
ing the  office  for  another  year,  said  that  his  hands  are 
pretty  well  filled  with  work  elsewhere,  and  he  thanked 
them  heartily  for  the  confidence  they  were  placing  in  him. 
Had  their  choice  not  been  as  unanimous  as  it  was,  he 
certainly  would  not,  have  accepted  the  honour.  He  asked 
the  loyal  and  continued  support  of  councillors  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  and  he  added  : 

They  had  a  great  deal  to  stimulate  them  when  they  looked 
abroad  on  the  nations  of  Europe  and  saw  the  happiness  they 
enjoyed  at  home  compared  with  the  turmoil  and  tragedy  of 
■war' elsewhere.  Thev  had  also  had  a  great  deal  in  the  way  of 
education,  as  far  as  their  nation  was  concerned,  in  the  matter 
of  chemicals  and  dru?s  that  had  been  prepared  in  Germany. 
Thev  hoped  that  the  stimulating  influence  that  was  being  exerted 
in  Great  Britain  would  bear  fruit,  and  that  in  future  they  would 
not  see  on  their  shelves  drug's  from  Germany,  but  that  their  shelves 
would  be  covered  by  drills  bearing  the  well-known  words  "  Made 
in  Britain."  It  was  high  time  that  they  woke  up  to  the  fact 
that  they  had  been  dependent  so  long  on  others  to  help  them. 
He  had  had  the  pleasure,  during  his  year  of  office,  of  receiving 
an  invitation  from  the  Liverpool  Drug  Trade  Association.  He  was 
cordially  received,  and  the  cordiality  of  his  welcome  was  only 
equalled  by  the  hospitality  and  kindness  of  the  President.  He 
felt  that  a  link  had  been  forged  between  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society   of  Ireland   and  that  kindred  Society  across  the  water. 
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They  might  look  foiward,  he  trusted,  to  find  in  the  future  a 
happier  feeling-  existing-  between  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  English  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Ho  understood  that  at 
the  present  time  there  was  no  unfriendliness.  But  they  could  en- 
courage one  another  more  and  stimulate  one  another  more  in 
matters  pertaining  to  their  craft. 

The  President  then  proposed  that  Mr.  Michie  be  re- 
elected Vice-President,  which  Mr.  Smith  seconded,  the 
Council  agreed  to  unanimously,  and  Mr.  Michie,  in 
acknowledging,  said  the  activity  of  the  President  left 
him  very  little  to  do. 

Mr.  John  Smith  proposed  and  the  Vice-President 
seconded  the  re-election  of  Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs  as  Hon. 
Treasurer,  which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Messrs.  Thomas-  Batt  and  J.  H.  Bowden  were  unani- 
mously re-elected  auditors. 

The  Law  Committee,  the  Committee  to  Inspect  Candi- 
dates' Certificates,  and  the  Committee  to  Examine  Declara- 
tions, etc.,  of  Candidates  for  Examination  and  Registration 
as  Registered  Druggists  were  unanimously  re-elected.  The 
School  Committee  and  the  House  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  were  re-elected  with  the  addition  of  Dr. 
Barnes.

Insurance  Act  Dispensing. 

A  Record  of  matters  concerning- Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGLAND. 

Derbyshire.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  16  the  Clerk  explained  the  communi- 
cation regarding  the  increased  allowance  to,  chemists  for  the 
establishment-charge.  For  the  current  year  this  would 
mean  in  Derbyshire  an  extra  550?.  for  the  chemists.  Asked 
by  the  Chairman  whether  the  chemists  would  accept  the 
offer,  the  Clerk  replied  that  he  had  not  made  the  offer 
known  to  them,  but  they  had  probably  been  notified  of  it 
through  their  own  organisation.  Mr.  C.  W.  Ridyard,  the 
chemists'  representative,  stated  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  had  not  as  yet  considered  the  matter,  and  it  was 
by  no  means  certain  that  .  they  would  recommend  the 
chemists  to  renew  their  agreements.  He  hoped  they  would 
be  able  to  in  the  national  interests,  but  there  are  other 
factors  to  be  taken  into  account.  The  Commissioners 
notified  that  they  were  unable  to  approve  of  the  proposal 
of  the  Panel  Committee  that  the  doctors  should  be  paid  a 
flat-rate  of  2s.  bd.  per  100  insured  persons  in  respect  of 
emergency  drugs  and  appliances  for  persons  for  whom  they 
did  not  dispense.  The  Commissioners  suggested  that  pay- 
ment should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  a  flat-rate  per  prescrip- 
tion equivalent  to  the  average  cost  for  the  area  under  the 
current  Tariff.  The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee. 

Isle  of  Wight.— The  monthly  payments  to  chemists  were 
reported  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
and  also  the  settlement  of  the  drug  accounts  for  1915. 
The  Drug  Fund  credit  is  1.975/.  16s.  Id.,  the  chemists' 
accounts  for  1915  were  1,930/.  13s.  lid.,  and  1,544/.  13s.  1(7. 
was  paid  to  chemists  on  account. 

Sheffield. —A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  held  on  October  16,  Mr.  H.  G.  Williams  in  the  chair. 
A  letter  from  the  Insurance  Committee,  enclosing  the  Com- 
missioners' Mem.  227  I/C,  was  considered,  and  it  was 
decided  that  a  protest  should  be  made  against  the  inclusion 
in  the  list  of  stock  mixtures  of  mist,  alba  and  mist,  rhei  co. 
The  Secretary  was  asked  to  point  out  that  mixtures  con- 
taining insoluble  drugs  cannot  be  distributed  accurately 
from  stock,  also  that  the  two  mixtures  are  retained.  The 
responsibility  for  uniformity  should  not  rest  with  the 
chemist  if  samples  are  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts.  The  proposed  terms  of  the  drug  contract  for 
1917  were  considered,  and  as  some  doubt  existed  as  to 
the  issue  of  the  Tariff,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  apply 
for  particulars  before  the  Committee  agreed  to  recommend 
panel  chemists  to  sign  the  new  contract.  The  Committee 
were  of  opinion  that  no  risks  of  war  prices  should  be  placed 
upon  the  panel  chemists.  It  was  decided  to  make  one 
further  payment  for  1916  of  31/.  for  the  checking  of  preserio- 
tioius.  The  complete  check  bv  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
showed  only  some  12s.  per  100/.  underpriced  by  the  Pricing 
Bureau.  It  was  decided  that  the  panel  chemists  be  asked 
to  send  to  the  Secretary  their  proposed  hours  of  dispensing 
for  1917. 

Warwickshire.— A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  at  Leamington  on  October  11,  Mr.  Hutton 
in  the  chair.  It  was  reported  that  the  Panel  Committe6 
had  declined  to  adopt  any  of  the  stock  mixtures  issued  by 
the  Commissioners  for  supply  at  a  reduced  fee,  that  the 
chemists'  accounts  for  1915  had  now  been  paid  in  full,  and 
that  the  1916  accounts,  though  still  somewhat  behind,  were 
being  rapidly  brought  up  to  date.  The  report  of  the 
Checking  Bureau  was  read  and  approved,  and  it  was 
decided  to  refer  all  queries  from  the  Pricing  Bureau  con- 
cerning prices  to  the  checking  Bureau  for  reply. 
Mem.  227  I/C  was  read,  and  it  was  decided  not  to  make 
any  objection  to  the  clause  regarding  sampling  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  but  to  recommend  that 
the  same  safeguard  be  extended  to  medicines  supplied 
from  doctors'  surgeries.  A  letter  was  directed  to  be  sent 
to  Mr.  Stubbins.  a  member  of  the  Committee,  who  has  had 
a.  long  illness,  wishing  him  a  speedy  recovery.  It  was 
decided  to  recommend  chenv'sts  in  the  area  to  continue 
service  on  the  nanel  for  1917.  The  Advisory  Committee 
reported  regarding  militarv  exemptiors.  Out  of  twenty- 
five  cases  supported  by  them  twentv-two  had  received 
conditional  exemption  and  three  are  still  undecided. 

Westmorland.  —A  meeting  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was  held  on 
October  4.  when  it  w?s  reported  that  the  average  cost  of 
the  prescriptions  for  the   period  January -May  was  6.28c7.. 
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and  average  cost  of  drugs  per  insured  person  8.53r7.  The 
Chairman  thought  the  cost  high  considering  that  West- 
morland has  such  a  good  health-rate.  Dr.  Jack  said  that 
insured  persons  have  a  habit  of  dropping  in  to  see  the 
doctor  on  Saturday  night  instead  of  going  to  the  pictures. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Vogt.  chemist  and  druggist,  the  Chairman 
said  the  amount  is  well  within  the  allowance. 

WALES. 

Newport  (Moo.'.-At  a  meeting-  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  18,  a  communication  was  received  from 
the  Association  of  Welsh  Insurance  Committees,  recom- 
mending that  Insurance  Committees  should  continue  for  a 
further  twelve  months  the  present  arrangements  for  the 
pricing  and  checking  of  prescriptions.  It  was  proposed, 
however,  to  amend  the  present  form  of  agreement  with  the 
Cardiff  Insurance  Committee  by  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  Association  of  a  Consultative  Committee  of 
five  members,  whose  functions  and  duties  would  be  to  receive 
and  consider  reports  and  data  supplied  by  the  Cardiff  Com- 
mittee, to  make  representations  and  suggestions  thereon, 
and  to  confer  from  time  to  time  with  the  Cardiff  Com- 
mittee and  the  Commissioners  with  a  view  to  the  more 
effective  performance  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  in 
nricing  and  checking  chemists'  accounts  and  prescriptions. 
The  Newport  Committee  agreed  to  enter  into  the  amended 
arrangements  for  next  year. 


Notes. 

Medical  Remuneration. — vve  referred  last  week  (p.  42) 
to  the  memorandum  that  had  been  issued  explanatory  of 
the  system  of  remunerating  medical  practitioners.  It  appears 
from  the  "  British  Medical  Journal"  that  this  was  drawn 
up  by  the  Commissioners  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Insur- 
ance Acts  Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
The  memorandum  enters  into  greater  detail  than  the  report 
of  an  interview  published  in  1915,  which  was  intended  to 
explain  the  system. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — Arising,  we  presume, 
from  the  proposed  addition  to  chemists'  agreements  of  the 
provision  for  sampling  medicines  dispensed,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  of  tho  London  County  Council  have 
agreed  to  grant  a  request  by  the  London*  Insurance  Com- 
mittee that  the  Council  should  analyse,  on  behalf  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  samples  of  medicine  at  a  fee  of 
lO.s-.  bd.  in  respect  of  each  sample  analysed.  The  6taff  of 
the  Council's  public  health  department  are  to  carry  out 
the  work,  and  any  expenditure  involved  will  bo  more 
than  covered  by  the  fees.  [This  means  that  the  analyses  so 
made  will  not  authorise  proceedings  to  be  taken  under  the 
Acts,  the  L.C.C.  and  its  employes  not  being  public  ana^'sts.

The  following  are  the  particulars  regarding  the  manufac- 
ture of  this  product  (see  p.  44)  : 

Trade-marks  :  Nos.  246802  (Class  42)  and  257583  (Class  3), 
registered  in  1902  and  1903  respectively  by  Bauer  &  Co., 
transferred  in  1910  to  Johann  Abraham  Wiilfing  and  Ernst 
Moller,  trading  as  Johann  A.  Wiilfing,  Berlin.  These  were 
removed  from  the  Register  in  October  1916,  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

Patent:  No.  1541  of  1898.  "Albumen  Preparations  soluble 
in  water  from  Glycerophosphates  and  Albuminoids,"  granted 
to  Bauer  &  Co.,  Berlin.    The  patent  expired  in  1911 

It  is  stated  in  the  specification  of  the  patent  that 
glycerophosphates  are  capable  of  rendering  soluble  in 
considerable  quantity  albuminoids  which  are  insoluble  in 
water,  thus  rendering  them  assimilable.  Three  processes 
are  given,  the  following  two  being  the  best  methods  : 

I.  The  albuminoid  (such  as  albuminates,  milk-casein,  or 
vegetable-casein)  is  mixed  with  water  containing  alcohol, 
or  with  other  indifferent  liquids,  and  the  quantity  of  sodium 
glycerophosphate  necessary  for  making  it  soluble  is  added 
by  degrees  while  the  mixture  is  stirred.  The  whole  is  then 
gently  heated  and  tho  water  removed,  advantageously  bv 
washing  with  strong  alcohtol,  after  which  tho  product  is 
dried  to  eliminate  the  alcohol. 

II.  The  albuminoid  may  be  used,  in  the  form  of  its  alkali 
compound,  in  which  case  free  glycerophosphoric  acid  may 
be  employed  :  thus  the  alkali  compound  of  casein,  contain- 
ing 80  grams  of  caustic  soda  in  4.3  kilos.,  is  suspended  in 
alcohol,  and  a  concentrated  aqueous  solution  of  172  grains 
of  free  glycerophosphoric  acid  (calculated  as  being  of 
100-per-ccnt.  strength)  is  stirred  into  the  mixture,  which  is 
then  warmed  and  filtered,  the  product  being  finally  washed, 
pressed,  and  dried. 


Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Blackpool. -A  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  October  13  at  the 
Palatine  Hotel,  Blackpool,  the  President  (Mr.  John  Laurie) 
in  the  chair.  The  following  closing-hours  were  adopted 
for  the  winter  months :  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Fridays,  8  p.m.  ;  Saturda}'s,  10  p.m.  ;  and  Wednesdays, 
1  p.m.,  to  reopen  from  6.30  till  8  p.m.  These  hours  to 
remain  in  force  until  the  expected  Home  Office  Early 
Closing  Order  is  issued.  The  terms  of  the  new  agreements 
for  Insurance  dispensing  for  1917  were  discussed,  but 
although  the  terms  offered  were  not  considered  to  be  satis- 
factory, a  resolution  was  adopted  recommending  pharmacists 
to  remain  on  the  panel.  Messrs.  Bailey  and  Robertson  were 
appointed  delegates  to  the  meeting  of  Lancashire  Phar- 
maceutical Associations  to  be  held  in  Manchester  on  Octo- 
ber 18.  with  the  object  of  forming  a  Federation  of  Lanca- 
shire Pharmaceutical  Associations. 

Chesterfield.— A  meeting  of  the  Chesterfield  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  on  October  10,  Mr.  G.  D. 
Denwood  in  the  chair.  There  were  eleven  members  pre- 
sent, and  Mr.  J.  H.  Toplis  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  question 
of  stock  mixtures  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to 
dispense  these  "  under  protest."  Owing  to  the  depletion 
of  staffs  caused  through  the  war,  the  members  decided  to 
close  their  shops  from  1  o'clock  to  2.15  for  dinner-hour. 

Derby. —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Derby  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation on  October  18,  the  position  created  by  the  proposed 
new  order  of  the  Home  Office  regarding  the  earlier  closing 
of  shops  was  considered.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to 
close  all  local  pharmacies  at  8.30  p.m.  on  Saturday,  and  at 
seven  o'clock  on  other  nights. 

Essex  Co.— A  meeting  of  the  Essex  County  Association 
of  Pharmacists  was  held  at  River  Plate  House,  Finsbury 
Circus,  London,  E.G.,  on  October  17.  The  meeting  was 
especially  called  to  discuss  the  terms  of  the  Insurance 
dispensing  contract  for  1917,  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat. 
Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  addressed  the 
meeting.  It  was  afterwards  resolved  to  recommend  the 
members  of  th?  Association  to  accept  service  for  1917  under 
the  new  conditions. 

Liverpool.— The  .Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  in- 
augurated its  winter  session  at  the  Royal  Institution, 
Colquitt  Street,  on  October  11,  when  the  President  (Mr. 
William  P.  Evans)  entertained  about  sixty  members, 
together  with  many  lady  friends,  at  a  conversazione  which 
occupied  forty-five  minutes,  time  being'  afterwards  devoted 
to  the  items  on  the  agenda.  Mr.  W.  H.  Clubb  (Vice- 
President)  moved  that  an  expression  of  deep  sympathy  be 
tendered  to  the  President  on  the  loss  of  his  second  son. 
Lieutenant  H.  Sandford  Evans.  The  President  acknowledged 
the  vote,  and  moved  that  a  resolution  of  condolence 
be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders  (Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.), 
who  had  lost  his  only  son  (Lieutenant  Saunders)  in  battle. 
This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  eloquently 
supported  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Mackinlay  and  Dr.  Symes,  and 
carried  in  silence,  all  upstanding.  Mr.  R.  G.  Eacott, 
90  Princes  Road,  Liverpool,  who  has  accepted  a  depart- 
mental post,  in  the  laboratories  of  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co., 
was  elected  a  member.  The  President  reviewed  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  ensuing  session,  and  referred  to  the  fact 
that  the  new  Lord  Mavor  of  Liverpool  is  to  be  Mr.  Max 
Muspratt.  He  said  this  because  he  (the  President)  was 
in  hopes  that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  would 
hold  its  meeting  in  Liverpool  in  1917.  A  private  discussion 
on  the  prospects  of  a  universal  earlv-closing  scheme  under 
the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act  followed.  Mr.  Mackinlav 
pointed  out  the  anomalous  position  in  which  pharmacists 
often  found  themselves.  He  had  to  answer  his  night-bell 
in  response  to  demands  for  such  articles  as  eau  de  cologne 
for  a  woman  with  headache,  a  feeding-bottle  for  an  all- 
hierht  crving  baby,  and  medicine  for  men  on  their  wav  to 
sail  in  the  early  morning  for  a  long  voyage.  A  considera- 
tion of  the  proposed  Federation  of  Lancashire  Associations 
evoked  manv  speeches.  Mr.  Moreton  Parrv  pointed  out 
the  need  of  organisincr  Lancashire  and  the  rest  of  the 
northern  counties  especially,  in  order  to  place  the  North 
on  equal  terms  with  federated  London.  London  could 
carry  any  resolution,  and  the  northern  counties  had  no 
chance  to  give  effect  to  northern  opinion.  Dr.  Symes 
reoalled  how.  at  a.  Leeds  conference,  it  was  suggested  that 
the  whole  of  the  provinces  should  form  one  federation. 
Mr.  Parry  reported  that  a  North-Western  Federation  and 
a  Midland  Federation  were  contemplated.  Some  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  were  quite  pleased  to  hear 
what,  the  provinces  wanted.  Ml-.  John  Bain  susr^ested  t\i"¥ 
if  all  pharmacists  were  faithful  to  their  cause,  there  would 
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be  such  a  strong  organisation  as  to  make  Federations  need- 
less. He  thought  this  Association  could  not  afford  the 
levy  proposed  unless  the  subscription  be  raised.  Mr.  A.  W. 
Ashcroft  (Aigburth)  took  it  that  the  Association  wanted- 
strong  representation  on  the  Council.  Surely  that  would 
be  worth  an  extra  sixpence  per  head  ?  Mr.  Clubb  said  the 
Federation  would  yield  good  value  for  the  money.  It 
would  bring  each  local  Association  in  connection  with  the 
central  Association,  and  be  the  means  of  largely  increasing 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  eight  delegates,  including 
the  officials  appointed  at  a  previous  meeting,  were  in- 
structed to  attend  a  Conference  'at  Manchester  on  October  18. 

London  (County).— A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  London  County  Pharmaceutical  Association 
was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  October  17, 
Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  Organi- 
sation Sub-Committee  submitted  their  report  which  related 
to_  the  co-ordination  of  subjects  for  discussion  by  each 
District  Association  and  a  scheme  for  the  production  of  a 
price-list.  The  Committee  agreed  that  one  specially 
selected  subject  should  be  placed  upon  the  monthly  agenda 
of  each  District  Association  for  discussion.  In  regard  to 
the  suggested  price-list,  it  was  decided  to  send  a  skeleton 
list  to  the  Committee  of  each  District  Association  for  their 
consideration  and  detailed  report.  On  the  question  of  the 
supply  of  sugar  to  chemists,  it  was  decided  to  forward  a 
resolution  to  the  Local  Associations  Executive  for  their 
consideration. 

London  (B.).— A  meeting  of  the  East  London  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
W.C.,  on  October  12,  Mr.  A.  R.  Keith  (President)  in  the 
chair.  Sympathy  was  expressed  with  Messrs.  Hughes  and 
Passmore,  each  of  whom  has  lost  a  son  in  action.  Mr.  Wool- 
cock  (Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  outlined  the 
terms  proposed  for  Insurance  dispensing  for  next  year,  and 
it  was  decided  unanimously  to  accept  them.  Messrs.  Hat- 
field and  Keith  reported  on  recent  proceedings  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  (of  the  London 
Insurance  Committee)  and  the  London  County  Executive 
respectively.  Some  discussion  took  place  on  a  proposition 
to  adopt  earlier  closing  of  shops,  and  it  was  decided  to 
consult  with  local  doctors  in  regard  to  curtailing  their 
hours  of  attendance  to  insured  patients. 

London  (S.B.i.— A  sub-district  meeting  of  the  Greenwich 
Section  of  the  South-East  London  Pharmacists'  Association 
was  held  at  Mr.  Winzer's  pharmacy  on  October  10,  Mr.  C. 
Happold  in  the  chair.  The  new  minimum  prices  -for  malt 
and  cod-liver  oil  were  fixed  as  A  lb.,  ICUcZ.  ;  1  lb  Is.  Aid.: 
2  lb.,  2s.  6rf.  ;  4  lb.,  4*.  bd.  The  question  of  adopting  a 
minimum  retail  price-list  in  the  area  was  discussed,  but 
as  the  prices  on  the  whole  are  not  considered  quite  satis- 
factory, it  was  agreed  to  adopt  the  price-list  as  a  guide 
only  for  the  time  being.  The  question  of  further  reducing 
the  hours  of  business  was  next  considered,  but,  in  view 
of  the  possibility  of  a  Government  compulsory  closing  order 
coming  into  force,  it  was  agreed  to  let  the  hours  remain 
as  at  present  for  the  time  being.  The  question  of  glycerin 
sales  was_  considered,  and.  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that 
the  position  is  unfair,,  as  no  account  was  taken  of  stocks 
in  hand. 

London  (W.).-A  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati,  London, 
W.,_  on  October  12,  Mr.  W.  Wilkinson  (President)  in  the 
chair.  The  President  referred  to  the  loss  pharmacy  has 
sustained  by  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  and  the  meet- 
ing passed  a  vote  of  sympathy  and  condolence  with  the 
relatives.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  E.  D.  Shirtliff)  reported 
on  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  the 
County  Executive,  and  referred  to  the  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  chemists  in  the  county  still  send  in  their  accounts 
late.  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  incormed  the  meeting 
that  trade  problems  are  being  actively  taken  up  in  the 
interests  of  pharmacists  throughout  the  county.  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat,  Vic^-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society! 
.then  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  work  of  the  Local 
Associations  Executive  and  the  proposed  terms  of  pharma- 
ceutical service  for  1917.  There  followed  a  cliscussion, 
and  it  was  evident  that  the  members  present  were  dis- 
satisfied with  the  remuneration  for  Insurance  dispensing, 
also  with  the  irksome  conditions  imposed.  The  members 
were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  dispensing-fees 
are  totally  inadequate.  Mi-.  Neathercoat  received  a  vote 
of  thanks  for  his  address. 

Manchester— The  opening  meeting  of  the  session  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  on  Octo- 
ber 11,  Mr.  W.  Kirkby,  M.Sc.  (President),  in  the  chair. 
There  were  nearly  a  hundred  members  and  friends  present. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock,  who  was  well  received,  spoke 
on  topical  pharmaceutical  subjects.      He  referred  first  to 


his  selection  as  a  Parliamentary  candidate  who  would 
be  supported  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Regarding 
the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  he  said  he  desired 
that  this  should  be  more  complete  than  hitherto,  and 
he  asked  that  the  Association  would  help  him  in  securing 
its  correctness  as  regards  the  Manchester  district.  Mr. 
Woolcock  then  referred  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  the  scheme 
for  dispensing  for  soldiers'  and  sailors'  dependants,  the 
"  uplifting  "  of  pharmacy,  in  which  movement  Mr.  Kirkby 
had  taken  a  prominent  part ;  the  herb-growing  movement, 
which  he  said  is  now  in  the  right  hands ;  and  the  sale  of 
cocaine.  In  the  matter  of  the  exemption  of  chemists  from 
jury -service,  Mr.  Woolcock  said  that  a  more  reasonable 
view  has  now  been  taken  in  this  matter,  no  doubt  owing 
to  the  more  onerous  work  done  by  chemists  and  druggists 
of  recent  years.  If  any  chemist  and  druggist  is  called  upon 
to  serve  on  a  jury,  he  should  write  to  Mr.  Woolcock  at 
once,  who  said  that  he  would  -doubtless  be  able  to  procure 
exemption.  Mention  was  next  made  of  the  increase  that 
had  been  obtained  in  the  establishment-charge,  which  means 
60.000/.  in  the  pocket  of  panel  chemists.  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallin- 
son  then  gave  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  checking 
bureau  of  which  he  is  the  head.  Mr.  F.  W.  Bates  pro- 
posed a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Woolcock  for  his  address, 
which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Simmonds  (Salford).  Mr.  J. 
Rvmer  Young  (Warrington),  Councillor  Percv  Knott 
(Bolton),  and  Mr.  Edmund  Jones  (Hanlev)  supported,  and 
the  resolution  was  carried  unanimously.  Five  new  members 
were  elected. 

Newcastle-upon-Tyne.- The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Newcastle-upon-Tvne  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on 
October  11,  the  President  (Mr.  H.  W.  Noble)  in  the  chair. 
The  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  reports  were  received  and 
adopted.  A  contribution  of  5/.  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Bene- 
volent Fund.  The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year :  President,  Mr.  J.  F.  Simpson ;  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Messrs.  Noble  and  Gibson;  'Treasurer,  Mr.  Kerse; 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  S.  W.  Bowness  :  Executive  Council 
(new  members),  Messrs.  Denton,   Nicholson,  and  Wright. 

Portsmouth.— The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Portsmouth 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
October  11.  Mr.  T.  Postlothwaite  Presiding,  A  recommen- 
dation brought  forward  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
that  chemists  should  protect  themselves  by  a  proviso  to 
Clause  9  of  the  drug  contract,  putting  the  onus  of  pro- 
viding accurate  medicine-bottles  on  the  Food  and  Drugs 
inspector,  was  rejected,  the  majority  favouring  a  policy 
of  "  lying  low."  A  resolution  was  passed  urging  the  in- 
clusion, if  possible,  of  chemists  in  any  earlv-closing  order 
which  may  be  made  in  the  future.  The  President  acknow- 
ledged the  eenerous  contributions  of  the  members  towards 
the  Association's  scheme  for  entertaining  wounded  soldiers.

P.A.T.A  Council-meetin 


The  Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
met  at  the  Frascati,  Oxford  Street.  London.  W. ,  on  Octo- 
ber 12,  Mr.  H.  W.  Colley  (President)  in  the  chair.  Also 
present  were  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  S.  Kutnow  (S.  Kutnow 
&  Co..  Ltd.).  J.  McCaig  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb. 
Ltd.),  W.  C.  Birks  (Raimes  &  Co.),  W.  Lane  (Jas.  Woollev, 
Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  G.  R.  Barclay  (Barclay  &  Sons,  Ltd.), 
J.  Godber  (Newton,  Chambers  &  Co..  Ltd.).  J.  G.  Atkinson, 
W.  L.  Currie,  Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes,  J.  Keall,  Dr.  J.  J.  Pillev 
(Mellin's  Food  Co.),  J.  South  (Steedman  ft  Co.),  S.  N.

Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  and  Mr.  J.  Milner,  as  new  members, 
were  welcomed  by  the  President.  A  resolution  of  sym- 
pathy with  the  relatives  of  the  late  C.  B.  Allen  was  passed, 
and  it  was  decided  not  to  fill  the  vacancv  at  present. 

Messrs.  Melhuish,  Keith,  Atkins,  Jenkins,  Hearlo,  and 
Tocher  were  received  as  a  deputation  from  the  London 
County  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  discussed 
(a)  ways  and  means  of  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
P.A.T.A.;  (h)  appointment  of  active  officials  of  the  Dis- 
trict Associations  as  Local  Secretaries;  (r)  the  attitude  to  be 
adopted  towards  firms  who  are  not  members  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
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The  discussion  was  adjourned  until  Tuesday,  October  24, 
when  the  matters  Will  be  considered  with  the  "Retail  Section 
of  the  Council. 

The  proprietors  of  Glaxo  and  Lactagol,  having  been 
written  to  by  the  Secretary  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  their 
foods  to  Mothers'  Aid  Societies  for  sale  to  the  public,  ob- 
jected to  discussing  the  matter  with  a  Committee  and  a 
representative  of  the  appropriate  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  A  former  resolution  was  therefore  rescinded, 
and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate  with  the 
firms,  stating  that  if  the  foods  are  supplied  by  them  to 
organisations  who  sell  them  at  lower  prices,  such  trans- 
actions will  be  regarded  as  an  infringement  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
rules.  The  firms  are  to  be  asked  to  consult  the  Association 
with  a  view  to  meeting  the  difficulty. 

It  was  decided  to  leave  the  question  of  the  pricing  of 
P.A.T.A.  articles  for  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing 
to  be  settled  between  the  Executive  Committer  of  the  Local 
Associations  Conference  and  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 
A  report  of  investigations  made  as  to  the  prices  charged 
by  various  stores  and  others  to  the  public  for  P.A.T.A. 
articles  purchased  in  quantity  was  considered.  Investiga- 
tion showed,  as  the  result  of  extended  inquiries,  that  in 
only  two  cases  was  a  lower  price  charged  than  the  P.A.T.A. 
minimum.  It  was  decided  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
trade  to  the  fact  that  only  in  those  cases  where  in  the 
protected  list  a  special  price  for  quantities  is  quoted  is  it 
in  order  to  sell  at  less  than  the  P.A.T.A.  minimum  retail 
price. 

The  Secretary  was  empowered  to  arrange,  upon  applica- 
tion from  Local  Associat  ons,  for  members  of  the  Council 
to  attend  meetings  of  such  bodies  for  discussion  of 
P.A.T.A.  matters.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
cf  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

Theee  is  no  improvement  to  report  in  business  generally, 
trading  being  chiefly  hand  to  mouth,  and  prices  with  a  few 
exceptions  favour  buyers,  especially  in  the  fine  chemical 
group.  Citrates  have  been  reduced  9(7.  per  lb.  in  view  of 
cheaper  citric  acid;  vanillin  and  cream  of  tartar  are  easier. 
Sulphur,  formaldehyde,  and  paraldehyde  are  dearer  ;  acetate 
of  potash  is  lower.  Fixed  oils,  like  coconut,  colza,  palm, 
and  wood,  are  dearer;  true  almond  and  cod-liver  oils  are 
lower.    French  lavender  oil  and  otto  of  rose  are  higher.

1914.  — Scripts  were  too  many ;  too  lavish ;  too  dear ;  due 
to  wasteful  scripts,  absence  of  stock  mixtures,  and  presence 
of  unchecked  malingering.  Prices  of  drugs  were  low  before 
war  effects. 

1915.  — Scripts  nearly-  as  many  ;  but  presence  of  big  num- 
bers of  harmless  cheap  malingerers'  dope  accounted  for 
the  drop  in  value  (120/.  less  than  1914).  (Some  of  that 
100?.  discount  will  be  paid  us.) 

1916.  — Nearly  all  stock  mixtures.  Ointments  cut  clown 
to  1  oz. ;  surgical  wools,  etc.,  curtailed,  and  no  fee  thereon. 
If  in  1914  we  had  used  stock  mixtures  of  the  best  class  and 
done  away  with  wasteful  scripts  we  should  have  been  paid 
in  full.  Looking  at  the  matter  broadly,  I  may  point  out 
that  if  I  had  to  pay  an  assistant  156/.  a  year  my  losses 
would  be  fearful.  As  it  stands,  I  have  given  the  State 
good  medicine  and  good  service,  but  the  scale  of  remunera- 
tion is  inadequate.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — If  the  proposal  "that  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock 
should  seek  to  represent  chemists'  interests  in  Parliament  " 
in  place  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  (about  to  resign)  be  persisted 
in,  I  do  not  think  that  we  can  ask  him  to  put  his  cards 
on  the  table  at  too  early  a  moment.  Are  we  to  presume 
that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  chemists  that  the  "  heads 
they  won,  tails  we  lost  "  clause  was  included  in  the  first 
N.H.I,  contract?  That  the  no  profits  on  drugs,  stock 
mixtures,  and  reduced  dispensing-fees  have  been  included  in 
succeeding  contacts  ?  That  this  percentage  deduction  for 
the  checking  of  chemists'  accounts  has  been  introduced  ? 
That  the  first  and  succeeding  contracts  for  N.H.I,  have 
bee.n  introduced  at  such  a  time  as  to  prevent  adequate  dis- 
cussion, and  thereby  concerted  action,  on  the  part  of  those 
concerned?  If  so,  the  most  obvious  comment  is  "Opinions 
differ."  I  cannot  but  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr. 
Woolcock  was  more  than  ordinarily  concerned  in  these 
"interests" — probablv  more  than  the  average  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council ;  and  it  seerris  to  me  that  the 
interests  of  chemists  were  quite  a.  secondary  consideration — 
quite  secondary  to  the  personal  interests  of  Mr.  Woolcock. 
If  chemists  as  a  body  have  no  control  over  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  (and  I  see  no  evidence  of  any),  which  has 
thus  fettered  our  N.H.T.  interests,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  a 
wise  proceeding  to  add  another  heavy  link  to  the  chain. 
We  will  not  judge,  however,  before  hearing  the  defence. 
I  may  be  all  wrong,  but  then  I  am  not  built  on  the 
lines  of  an  astute  politician,  being  onlv  a  simple-minded 

Panel  Chemist.  (103/31.) 

Sir, — On  studying  the  new  terms  recommended  for  our 
acceptance,  it  seems  worth  while  to  make  one  or  two 
observations.  It  is  wrong  to  look  a  gift-horse  in  the  mouth, 
but  in  this  case  the  gift  is  so  peculiar  that  we  may  be 
excused  from  seeming  wrong-doing.  Apparently,  arguments 
■were  concentrated  on  the  establishment-charge,  and  hopes 
were  built  on  figures  presented  at  the  Conference  in  May, 
justifying  an  expectation  of  1.25(7.    I  am  told  it«came  as  no 


surprise  that  the  hopes  built  thereon  vanished  into  thin  air 
before  the  first  breath  of  the  Commissioners,  as  the  figures 
would  not  stand  critical  examination  by  experts.  But  there 
was  another  point  in  the  resolution  accepted  by  the  Con- 
ference at  the  suggestion  of  the  Executive,  which  stated : 

"  That  negotiations  be  entered  into  with  the  Commissioners 
with  the  object  of  increasing  the  remuneration  by  an  increase 
in  dispensing-fees  and  establishment-charge, "  etc. 

We  do  not  hear  anything  about  the  dispensing-fees  i  per- 
haps they  were  swamped  by  the  "  mathematical  fallacies  " 
so  ruthlessly  exposed.  The  sheet-anchor  now  appears  to 
have  been  "  war  conditions,"  and  not  the  determination  of 
chemists  to  have  "  adecjuate  remuneration."  The  loss  on  a 
ccst-price  Tariff  and  decimal  pricing  is  greater  than  niost 
people  imagine,  and  that  determination  to  be  remunerated 
fairly  was  based  on  a  sound  foundation.  Mr.  Roberts 
admits  nothing  but  exceptional  circumstances,  and  the  way 
be  makes  his  concession  tends  to  strengthen  his  position. 
"  In  consideration  of  our  undertaking  a  continuance  of  the 
supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  at  increased  cost  to  tho 
contractor,"  he  .gives  us  0.3d.  I  should  have  thought  it  was 
only  fair  to  have  covered,  that  increase  of  .cost  as  a  principle 
of  justice;  certainly  it  is  our  right.  But  the  gem  is  the  gift 
of  0.3cZ.  for  1916,  only  retrospective  if  you  continue  on  the 
panel,  which,  if  it  is  fairly  apportioned,  means  going 
through  nine  months'  accumulation  of  prescriptions  at 
enormous  cost  and  disturbance  to  the  pricing  establishments 
just  when  they  were  keeping  to  the  agreement  of  prompt 
payment.  We  are  told  it  is  a  gift  of  30.000/.,  which  must 
surely  bo  unique  from  the  Treasury  Department.  But  it  is 
fairly  easy  to  see  how  they  can  afford  to  be  generous.  The 
authorities  in  one  area  inform  me  that  since  they  were 
always  paid  in  full,  the  net  loss  to  them  in  profit  this  year 
is  estimated  to  be  3,000/.,  and  the  return  from  the  0.3d. 
will  be  less  than'1,000/.,  which  will  largely  disappear  when 
stock  mixtures  come  into  constant  use.  It  would  appear 
that  the  "  act  of  grace "  is  being  claimed  by  the  wrong 
party.  I  suppose  we  shall  go  on  because  "  we  are  in  a 
cleft  stick,"  as  someone  said  the  other  day.  I  suggest  that 
we  go  on  with  our  eyes  open,  and  not  glowed  into  enthusiasm 
because  we  are  told  another  60.000/.  has  been  won  for 
chemists  by  our  leaders.  It  would  not  be  a  bad  idea  for  the 
Committees  who  are  sending  out  the  ballot-papers  to  send 
out  also  your  analysis  of  what  our  Scottish  friends  have 
won  in  comparison  with  ourselves ;  at  least  it  would  save 
a  recrudescence  of  more  heartburning  when  the  full  signi- 
ficance of  the  present  concessions  dawns  upon,,  the  electorate.

The  point  we  must  insist  upon  having  is  fair 
pay  for  our  labour.  Bo  united  :  off  panel  to  a  man,  is  the 
only  remedy ;  and  by  hook  or  "by  crook  it  should  be  made 
known  to  the  Government.  The  only  remedy  is  reconstruc- 
tion and  redistribution  of  the  Insurance  capital.  Chemists, 
accept  nothing  under  a  3r7.  dispensing-fee  for  8-oz.  bottles 
(only)  ;  drugs,  lint,  etc.,  25  per  cent,  profit  on  cost  (bottles 
unreturnable) ;  no  Rep.  mist. ;  no  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts."

Legal  and  Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


Manchester  (106/2)  puts  the  following  question :  "  Is  it 
permissible  to  sell  a  proprietary  containing  glycerin  ?  The 
glycerin  was  in  stock  previous  to  the  restriction.  Also  may 
the  restricted  glycerin  be  supplied  to  a  Nursing  Home 
without  prescription  ?  It  is  required  too  frequently  to 
trouble  with  prescription  each  time."  [Up  to  the  present 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  has  not  interfered  with  the  dis- 
tribution of  glycerin  which  was  purchased  and  in  stock 
before  the  restrictions,  but  a  closer  view  is  now  taken 
(see  p.  44).  If  stocked  glycerin  is  restricted  the  same  as 
glycerin  purchased  recently,  it  cannot  be  disposed  of  in 
the  manner  mentioned.] 

A.  W.  C.  (73/18). — Neutralising  Harmful  Effects  of 
Tobacco-smoke. — There  have  been  numerous  suggestions  for 
rendering  tobacco-smoke  less  harmful  when  inhaled  from 
pipes  or  cigarettes.  These  have  generally  been  directed 
to  absorbing  the  products  of  the  destructive  distillation  of 
the  tobacco — tarry  matter,  including  nicotine.  Wads  of 
absorbent  paper,  filtering  or  blotting  paper,  are,  in  one 
system,  placed  in  a  chamber  in  the  stem  of  the  pipe.  Cotton- 
wool could  be  used  in  place  of  paper,  but  would  need  to  be 
loosely  packed  or  smokimr  would  be  rendered  difficult. 
In  regard  to  chemical  methods,  it  has  been  suggested  to 
impregnate  the  filtering-medium  with  borax,  alum,  or  tannic 
acid,  with  a  view  to  effecting  a.  stable  combination  with  the 
nicotine.  There  is.  however,  the  undecided  question  as  to 
whether  the  harmful  effects  of  tobacco-smoke  are  due  to  the 
nicotine  alone.  The  "Lancet"  investigation  fixed  the 
troublo  on  the  furfural  in  the  smoke.  If  this  is  accepted 
it  seems  likely  that  passing  the  smoke  throueh  a  fixed  caustic 
alkali  would  be  helpful  in  decomposing  the  furfural.  We 
should  think,  however,  that  a  "chemical"  smoke  as  fore- 
shadowed by  the  above  suggestions  would  rob  the  habit  of 
much  of  its  seductiveness.
